Gay  Man  to  Sit 
on  AIDS  Panel

WASHINGTON,  DC  —  Gay 
physician  Frank  Lilly,  appointed 
July  23  by  President  Reagan  to  his 
13-member  panel  on  AIDS,  told 
GCN  he  was  “honored  and  thrill¬ 
ed”  to  be  selected,  but  “frightened 
by  the  tremendous  task  that  lies 
ahead  of  me.” 

Jeff  Levi,  executive  director  of 
the  National  Gay  and  Lesbian 
Task  Force,  which  lobbied  for  the 
appointment  of  at  least  one  gay 
person  to  the  commission,  said  he 
was  “delighted”  by  the  appoint¬ 
ment.  “We  will  have  to  wait  and 
see  about  the  effectiveness  of  the 
commission,  but  Dr.  Lilly  certain¬ 
ly  has  impeccable  credentials,” 
said  Levi. 

Dr.  Lilly  is  chairperson  of  the 
Genetics  Department  at  Albert 
Einstein  College  of  Medicine  in 
New  York,  where  he  started  a 
group  of  gay  and  lesbian  doctors. 
Lilly  is  also  a  former  member  of 
the  board  of  the  Gay  Men’s  Health 
Crisis  (GMHC)  in  New  York. 

The  presidential  commission  on 
AIDS  —  led  by  Dr.  W.  Eugene 
Mayberry,  chairman  of  the  board 
of  governors  for  Minnesota’s 
Mayo  Clinic  —  will  have  six 


months  to  compile  a  report  that 
will  serve  as  a  policy  guideline  for 
the  administration.  The  ad¬ 
ministration  has  been  embroiled  in 
controversy  over  the  issue  of  ap¬ 
pointing  an  openly  gay  person. 

Attorney  General  Edwin  Meese 
3rd  led  the  battle  against  Dr.  Lilly, 
while  chief  of  staff  Howard  Baker 
argued  that  the  commission  would 
lack  credibility  without  a  gay  per¬ 
son.  Senator  Gordon  Humphrey 
(R-N.H.)  was  quoted  by  the  Bos¬ 
ton  Globe  as  saying  that  the  ap¬ 
pointment  would  “send  the  wrong 
message  to  our  children.  It  really 
distresses  me  that  the  president 
uses  the  power  of  his  office  to 
elevate  the  status  of  homosexuali¬ 
ty.  Homosexuality,  that  is  the 
practice  of  it,  is  immoral,  and  the 
consequences  to  our  society  of  that 
immoral  practice  is  AIDS.”  Hum¬ 
phrey  added  that  he  thought  there 
were  easily  enough  heterosexual 
experts  to  fill  the  panel.  Hum¬ 
phrey  did  not  comment  on  the 
message  of  bigotry  and  hatred  he 
was  sending  children  and  gay  men 
and  lesbians.

Retaliation  for  suit? 

L.A.  Denies  Grant  to 
Minority  AIDS  Proj .

LOS  ANGELES  —  Minority 
AIDS  Project  founder  Carl  Bean 
has  accused  the  Los  Angeles  Coun¬ 
ty  Board  of  Supervisors  of 
“punishing”  local  Black  and 
Latino  communities  for  a  suit  he 
filed  against  the  board  in  March. 
The  suit  charged  discrimination  in 
AIDS  education  funding.  In  an 
April  28  split  vote  the  supervisors 
denied  a  $20,000  grant  to  the  Pro¬ 
ject  on  the  grounds  Bean  was  in¬ 
volved  in  the  suit  against  the 
board. 

The  board  had  previously 
awarded  the  Minority  AIDS  pro¬ 
ject  the  grant,  along  with  grants  of 
$25,000  to  All  About  Media,  Inc., 
$50,000  to  the  East  L.A.  Rape 
Hotline  and  $50,000  to  the  Los 
Angeles  AIDS  Project,  according 
to  the  Los  Angeles  News 

The  grant  was  intended  to  fund 
a  series  of  eight  forums  on  AIDS. 
Bean,  who  is  a  Black  gay  minister, 
told  the  News,  “Carl  Bean,  the 
person,  is  a  plaintiff  in  the  suit,  not 
the  Minority  AIDS  Project.  I  was 
always  under  the  impression,  since 
I  was  a  young  boy,  that  under  the 
Constitution  people  could  speak 
out  on  issues  that  concerned  them 
without  being  penalized.” 

Bean  is  joined  in  the  suit  by  the 
National  Association  for  the  Ad¬ 
vancement  of  Colored  People 
(NAACP),  the  Southern  Christian 
Leadership  Conference,  and  the 
Hispanic  AIDS  Education  Founda¬ 
tion.  The  groups  seek  to  force  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  and  the 
County  Health  Department  to  step 
up  AIDS  education  for  people  of 
color.  The  suit  specifically  claims 
that  a  Black  man  with  AIDS,  Greg 
Baker,  could  have  avoided  the 
disease  had  the  county  done  more 
to  educate  Black  and  Latino  com¬ 


munities.  (See  GCN,  Vol.  14,  No. 
39.)  The  plaintiffs  hope  the  suit 
will  focus  attention  on  the  needs  of 
urban  minority  communities 
across  the  country. 

According  to  the  Centers  for 
Disease  Control  in  Atlanta,  AIDS 
strikes  both  heterosexual  and  gay 
people  of  color  in  greater  propor¬ 
tion  than  white  people.  Forty  per¬ 
cent  of  people  with  AIDS  and  80 
percent  of  women  with  AIDS  are 
Black  or  Latino. 

County  Supervisors  Mike  An¬ 
tonovich  and  Peter  Schabarum 
oppose  while  Edmund  Edelman 
and  Deane  Dana  favor  funding  the 
Minority  AIDS  Project.  The  fifth 
supervisor,  Kenneth  Hahn,  who  is 
expected  to  vote  for  funding,  is 
recovering  from  a  stroke.  The 
grant  is  expected  to  come  up  for 
another  vote  sometime  in  the  next 
few  weeks. 

James  Foster,  spokesperson  for 
the  NAACP  in  Los  Angeles,  told 
GCN  that  Supervisor  Antonovich 
sees  the  suit  as  a  personal  attack. 
“This  is  a  suit  against  his  position 
as  a  supervisor.  We  are  trying  to 
expose  their  inactivity  on  the  issue, 
not  attack  him.”  He  added  that 
litigation  seems  to  be  the  only  way 
to  attract  attention  to  the  problem. 
“The  supervisors  and  the  health 
department  just  don’t  seem  to  un¬ 
derstand  how  difficult  it  is  to  get 
material  out  to  these  communities. 
As  Reverend  Bean  has  tried  to  say, 
we  have  to  speak  a  different 
language  to  them  in  order  to  stop 
the  spread  of  the  disease.” 

Supervisor  Antonovich,  a  fre¬ 
quent  target  of  criticism  for  alleg¬ 
ed  homophobia,  does  not  believe 
that  the  Black  and  Latino  com¬ 
munities  should  be  treated  dif-

Maine  Gathers  in  Memory 
of  Slain  Charlie  Howard

BANGOR,  ME  —  Not  much 
seems  to  have  changed  in  Bangor, 
Maine. 

When  lesbians,  gay  men  and 
friends  of  the  community  gathered 
at  the  city’s  Unitarian  Church  July 
5  for  the  annual  Charlie  Howard 
memorial  service,  they  were  met 
with  a  grim  reminder  of  the  violent 
homophobia  that  led  to  his  murder 
three  summers  ago.  Spray-painted 
across  the  sign  on  the  church  lawn 
that  announced  the  service  was  a 
single  word:  Fag. 

Lois  Reed,  a  church  member 
who  led  the  memorial  service,  said 
she  decided  not  to  clean  up  the 
sign.  “That’s  what  this  is  all 
about,”  she  said. 

Howard,  a  23-year-old  gay  man, 
was  beaten  by  three  teenagers  and 
thrown  off  a  bridge  into  the  Ken- 
duskeag  Stream  on  July  7,  1984. 
His  attackers,  tried  as  juveniles 
despite  the  seriousness  of  their 
crime,  pleaded  guilty  to  man¬ 
slaughter.  They  all  have  since  been 
released  from  the  Maine  Youth 
Center,  where  the  court  ordered 
they  serve  “indeterminate” 
sentences  not  to  extend  beyond 
their  21st  birthdays.  Two  of  the 
three  reportedly  have  been  involv¬ 
ed  in  other  assaults  since  their 
release. 

Reed  said  Howard  was  killed 
“because  he  displayed  his  own  in¬ 
dependence,”  and  she  urged  those 
present  to  “keep  speaking  and 
marching  and  remembering.” 

About  100  people  then  marched 
through  downtown  Bangor,  sing¬ 
ing  and  chanting.  At  the  bridge 
where  Howard  was  killed,  flowers 
were  dropped  into  the  water.  A 
moment  of  silence  brought  many 
tears. 

At  a  rally  after  the  march,  writer 
Darrell  Yates  Rist  spoke  about 
Howard’s  murder  and  the  contin¬ 
ual  killing  of  spirit  that  a  homopho¬ 
bic  society  inflicts  on  lesbians  and 
gay  men. 

Howard,  he  said,  was  “mur¬ 
dered  for  a  swish,  an  earring,  a 


purse  and  his  pride.”  Yates  Rist 
added  that  it  is  important  to 
“name  names”  of  those  who  op¬ 
press  lesbians  and  gay  men  —  Rea¬ 
gan,  Bork,  John  Paul  II,  Jerry 
Falwell  —  and  work  to  hold  those 
people  responsible.  “The  sin  is  not 
our  love,  it’s  the  hateful  effort  to 
repress  it.” 

Yates  Rist  also  said  there  is  a 
danger  in  seeing  AIDS  as  the  big¬ 
gest  issue  the  lesbian/gay  com¬ 
munity  faces.  “AIDS  is  not  the  on¬ 
ly  horror  in  our  lives  and  not  even 
the  biggest  one.  Bigotry  is.”  He 
said  lesbians  and  gay  men  must 
work  to  “change  our  dreams  into 
reality,”  and  to  create  a  nurturing 
and  tolerant  world.  “For  all  the 
Charlie  Howards  of  the  world,  we 
will  not  stop  short  of  freedom.” 

The  memorial  service,  march 
and  rally  marked  the  final  day  of 
the  Maine  lesbian/gay  communi¬ 
ty’s  14th  annual  symposium.  Held 
this  year  at  the  Univeristy  of 
Maine  in  Orono,  which  neighbors 
Bangor,  the  gathering  featured  a 
keynote  speech  by  Lois  Galgay 
Reckitt,  deputy  director  of  the 
Human  Rights  Campaign  Fund, 
workshops  on  topics  such  as  ag¬ 
ing,  the  politics  of  AIDS,  and 
substance  abuse,  and  two  dances.

Abortion  at  Issue  in 
Alliance  Vote  for  Flynn

BOSTON  —  The  Greater  Bos¬ 
ton  Lesbian  and  Gay  Political 
Alliance  Victory  Fund  endorsed  a 
slew  of  City  Council  candidates, 
School  Committee  candidates  and 
incumbent  Mayor  Raymond  Flynn 
at  a  July  16  meeting. 

Controversy  surrounds  the  en¬ 
dorsement  of  Flynn  due  to  his  op¬ 
position  to  abortion  rights.  While 
the  endorsement  carried  on  a  voice 
vote  with  no  vocal  opposition, 
many  people  at  the  meeting  had 
reservations  about  the  decision.  A 
motion  was  made  at  the  beginning 
of  the  meeting  which  would  have 
tagged  a  proclamation  of  the 
Alliance’s  support  of  abortion 
rights  on  any  endorsements  of  can¬ 
didates  opposing  such  rights.  Had 
the  motion  passed,  candidates 
such  as  Flynn  would  have  been  en¬ 
dorsed  “with  reservations.”  The 
motion  failed  on  an  11-11  vote. 


As  a  state  representative  in  the 
late  ’70s,  Flynn  co-sponsored  a  bill 
to  cut  off  state  Medicaid  funded 
abortions.  As  Mayor,  Flynn  has 
actively  maintained  his  opposition 
to  abortion  through  proclama¬ 
tions  of  “Respect  for  Life”  and  as 
a  speaker  to  the  state’s  major  anti¬ 
abortion  rights  group,  Mass. 
Citizens  for  Life. 

A  number  of  Flynn  supporters, 


including  Ann  Maguire,  Flynn’s 
liaison  to  the  lesbian  and  gay  com¬ 
munity,  argued  against  the  motion 
to  endorse  “with  reservations.” 
Maguire  told  GCN  she  felt  the 
Alliance  could  endorse  Flynn  be¬ 
cause  his  opinion  on  abortion  “is  a 
personal  belief.  I  don’t  think  he’s 
done  anything  to  act  on  this  belief. 
A  lot  of  people  have  personal

on  kissing 

WASHINGTON,  DC  —  Is  kissing  safe?  Well,  yes 
and  no,  says  the  World  Health  Organiztion.  WHO  an¬ 
nounced  last  month  that  kissing,  “up  to  prolonged, 
vigorous,  wet  deep  kissing  appears  to  pose  no  risk  of 
transmission  (of  the  HIV  virus].”  However,  according 
to  the  New  York  Times,  WHO  also  said  that  “while  un¬ 
proven,  some  theoretical  risk  from... deep  kiss¬ 
ing...  may  exist,”  especially  if  there  are  breaks, 
tears,  or  sores  in  the  mouth’s  lining. 

There  is  no  evidence  that  the  virus  can  be  spread 
by  food,  water,  swimming  pools,  tears,  sweat,  in¬ 
sects,  shared  eating  or  drinking  utensils,  second¬ 
hand  clothes,  or  telephones.

an  offer  you  could  refuse 

BOSTON  —  Why  not  let  life  insurance  comp¬ 
anies  refuse  to  pay  up  in  situations  where  a  policy 
holder  dies  with  AIDS,  ARC  or  “complications  of 
AIDS,”  asks  Benjamin  Lipson  in  a  Boston  Globe  col¬ 
umn.  Policyholders  who  don’t  want  to  fall  under  the 
above  exclusion  could  just  “submit  to  a  blood  test  for 
the  presence  of  the  [HIV]  antibody.”  Lipson,  who  is  an 
insurability  consultant,  says  his  proposal  could  end 
the  controversy  brought  on  by  the  state’s  new  plan  to 
allow  HIV  testing  of  applicants  for  life  and  disability 
insurance. 

Lipson  is  sure  his  plan  would  be  met  with 
pleasure  by  the  insurance  industry:  “Insurance  comp¬ 
anies  then  would  return  to  their  pre-AIDS  hysteria 
blood  profile  guidelines.  These  did  not  include  testing 
for  the  AIDS  antibody.  Specific  testing  requirements 
varied  from  insurer  to  insurer  and  depended  on  the  ap¬ 
plicant’s  age,  amount  of  insurance  applied  for  and 
prior  medical  histories  that  may  have  included  gout, 
diabetes,  elevated  cholesterol  and  other  abnormal 
blood  chemistries.  A  form  of  competition  would  re¬ 
turn  to  the  life  insurance  industry  as  underwriters 
could  waive  or  request  the  different  tests.” 

Furthermore,  Lipson  surmises,  his  proposal 
would  help  deter  the  spread  of  AIDS:  “What  better 
deterrent  could  an  individual  have  for  avoiding  the 
type  of  behavior  that  could  be  responsible  for  con¬ 
tracting  AIDS  than  by  knowing  that  if  he  or  she 
became  infected,  their  life  insurance  would  be  void 
upon  death?  What  better  educational  technique 
could  the  federal  government  develop  with  the 
millions  of  dollars  at  its  disposal  than  the  knowledge 
the  insurance  policyholder  would  have  that  acquiring 
AIDS  would  mean  the  loss  of  his  or  her  life  insurance 
coverage?”

hunger  strike  in  istanbul 

ISTANBUL  —  Fourteen  gay  people  in  Istanbul 
and  Ankara  have  been  on  a  hunger  strike  since  mid- 
May,  protesting  police  brutality  and  police  raids  on 
gay  bars.  The  Turkish  Radical  Democratic  Union  Par¬ 
ty,  which  has  a  gay  section,  has  issued  an  appeal  for 
international  solidarity:  “Despite  the  fact  that 
homosexuality  is  not  outlawed  either  in  Turkish 
civilian  law  or  under  martial  law,  police  have  raided 
bars,  beaten  up  gay  customers,  brutally  shaven  their 
heads,  and  forced  the  detained  gays  to  take  compul¬ 
sory  tests  for  venereal  diseases.”  Letters  of  protest 
can  be  sent  to:  Lamartin,  c.,  23-6  Taksim,  Istanbul, 
Turkey. 

According  to  the  International  Lesbian  and  Gay 
Association  Bulletin,  this  is  the  first  report  of  an 
organized  group  in  Turkey.

irish  trade  unions  for 
lesbian/gay  rights 

DUBLIN  —  The  Irish  Congress  of  Trade  Unions, 
which  represents  95  percent  of  all  trade  unions  in 
north  and  south  Ireland,  has  issued  guidelines  for 
combatting  discrimination  against  lesbian  and  gay 
workers.  The  objective  of  the  guidelines  is  to  “create 
a  workplace  environment  where  lesbian  and  gay 
workers  can  have  equality  of  opportunity  and  be  free 
of  harassment  or  possible  reprisals  from  other 
workers  or  management.” 

The  Congress  recommends  that  affiliated 
unions:  1)  negotiate  equality  agreements  with  em¬ 
ployers  that  specifically  refer  to  discrimination  on 
grounds  of  sexuality;  2)  negotiate  procedures  with 
employers  for  handling  complaints  of  discrimination 
on  grounds  of  sexuality;  3)  examine  collective 
agreements  and  conditions  of  employment  for  direct 
and  indirect  discriminatory  provisions  in  relation  to 
pensions,  access  to  leave  and  other  fringe  benefits. 

The  Congress  said  they  hope  distribution  of  the 
guidelines  “will  be  a  positive  contribution  against 
prejudice  and  discrimination  against  lesbians  and 
gay  men  in  society.”

pwa  trial  in  parking  lot 

WHITE  PLAINS,  NY  —  UPI  reports  that 
Westchester  County  Judge  Nicholas  Colabella 
recently  held  court  in  a  parking  lot  when  officers 
refused  to  escort  a  person  they  believed  had  AIDS  in¬ 
to  court.  The  judge  heard  defendent  Arthur  Brodie’s 
guilty  plea  to  drug  possession  charges  in  a  parking 
lot  next  to  the  county  jail.  Brodie  had  already  spent 
five  months  in  jail. 

“I  didn’t  have  to  go  to  the  jail _ What  was  I  to 

do?  Order  them  [the  officers]  to  handle  him?  I  work 
with  these  people  every  day,”  Colabella  said.  He  said 
he  was  worried  that  Brodie  might  go  crazy  and  spit  at 
or  bite  a  staff  member. 

State  Court  Administration  officials  are  current¬ 
ly  setting  up  guidelines  on  handling  defendants 
suspected  of  having  AIDS.

more  on  quarantine  of  14*yr.  old 

MIAMI  —  New  information  has  emerged  about 
the  quarantine  of  a  14-year-old  boy  who  tested 
positive  for  antibodies  to  the  HIV  virus.  A  Florida 
judge  lifted  the  quarantine  order  on  June  16.  Accor¬ 
ding  to  Ben  Schatz  of  National  Gay  Rights  Advocates 
of  San  Francisco,  who  met  with  the  boy  and  the 
Florida  Dept,  of  Health,  “The  Dept,  [of  Health]  had 
tried  to  justify  quarantine  by  pointing  to  rumors  that 
the  boy  was  sexually  active  and  stayed  out  late  at 
night  in  gay  bars.  Yet  the  Dept,  did  not  seek  to 
educate  the  boy  about  AIDS  or  safe  sex.  Instead,  they 
quarantined  him  without  a  hearing,  and  without  noti¬ 
fying  his  family.” 

Schatz  said  he  learned  through  conversations 
with  the  quarantined  boy  and  his  mother,  that 
authorities  refused  to  allow  the  boy  to  meet  with  a 
representative  of  a  local  AIDS  service  organization  or 
with  a  minister  from  a  Metropolitan  Community 
Church. 

In  addition,  lawyers  for  the  Dept,  told  the  boy’s 
mother  not  to  speak  with  reporters.  The  mother  also 
said  she  was  told  by  the  Dept,  that  she  and  her  son 
had  to  be  tested  for  HIV  antibodies.  Dept,  attorneys 
refused  to  discuss  these  and  other  allegations  with 
Schatz. 

The  boy,  who  unsuccessfully  attempted  suicide 
before  the  quarantine  order,  is  temporarily  hospitaliz¬ 
ed  “for  psychiatric  evaluation”  and  “assistance.”

Swedish  amnesty  spurns  gay  prisoners 

VASTERAS,  Sweden  —  The  Swedish  branch  of 
Amnesty  International  reversed  in  May  a  previous 
decision  to  endorse  support  for  lesbian/gay  people 
imprisoned  because  of  their  sexual  orientation.  The 
Swedish  group  will  now  be  voting  against  the  adop¬ 
tion  of  gay  prisoners  when  the  issue  is  decided  at 
Amnesty’s  international  meeting  in  December. 

However,  British  Amnesty  has  recently  decided 
to  vote  for  inclusion  of  gay  prisoners.  The  April  deci¬ 
sion  reversed  a  long-standing  policy  against  support 
for  such  prisoners. 

According  to  the  International  Gay/Lesbian 
Association  Bulletin,  the  Swedish  vote  was  tallied  at 
188-123.  Many  delegates  said  they  had  not  had  time  to 
read  a  high-level  Amnesty-initiated  report  in  favor  of 
the  adoption  of  gay  and  lesbian  prisoners.  The  one 
gay  activist  at  the  Swedish  conference  condemned 
the  leadership  for  failing  to  mention  the  report  and 
said  the  issue  will  be  brought  up  every  year  until  the 
Swedish  section  changes  its  position  again.

trial  begins  in  case  of  joe  kelly 

BOSTON  —  The  trial  of  the  man  who  is  accused 
of  killing  gay  activist  Joe  Kelly  on  April  26, 1986,  has 
begun  in  Middlesex  Superior  Court. 

Shortly  after  the  murder,  police  apprehended 
Thomas  Moore  when  he  was  filmed  using  Kelly’s 
bank  card  (See  GCN,  Vol.  13,  No.  46).  Jury  selection 
for  the  trial  began  on  July  20  and  opening  arguments 
were  heard  on  July  22.

prisoners  propose 
aids  education  project 

AUBURN,  NY  —  The  great  majority  of  prisoners 
remain  uneducated  about  the  nature  of  AIDS  and  how 
it  is  spread.  On  the  one  hand  there  is  a  periodic  panic 
over  forms  of  contact  that  don’t  transmit  the  disease; 
on  the  other  hands,  high  risk  practices  continue. 

A  group  of  prisoners  from  the  Auburn  prison  in 
New  York  have  proposed  an  education  project  focus¬ 
ing  on  prisoner-to-prisoner  education.  Some  specific 
goals  of  the  program  are:  1)  have  a  number  of  pris¬ 
oners  trained  as  AIDS  education  counselors;  2)  set  up 
discussion  groups  using  prisoner  clubs  and  other  in¬ 
side  groupings;  3)  develop  a  presentation  as  part  of 
the  orientation  program;  4)  sponsor  special  programs 
such  as  movies,  skits  and  speakers;  5)  write  update  ar¬ 
ticles  in  the  prison  rag;  6)  work  with  pre-release  peo¬ 
ple  to  encourage  a  sense  of  responsibility/safety;  and 
7)  coordinate  AIDS  education  with  current  substance 
abuse  programs. 

The  prisoners  have  proposed  the  project  to  the 
authorities  and  feel  that  some  outside  support  in  the 
form  of  letters  would  make  a  big  difference.  They  ask 
that  letters  of  support  be  sent  to:  Superintendent 
Robert  J.  Henderson,  135  State  St.,  Auburn,  NY  13021;

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Police  entitled  to  infiltrate 

Philly  Court  Bans  Action 
at  U.S.  Bicentennial

PHILADELPHIA  —  A  District 
Court  ruling  denied  the  Phila¬ 
delphia  Gay  and  Lesbian  Task 
Force  a  permit  to  rally  July  16  at 
Independence  Mall  where  200 
members  of  Congress  met  to 
celebrate  the  bicentennial  of  the 
Constitution.  However,  the  group 
staged  a  successful  demonstration 
that  day  at  the  Liberty  Bell. 

The  Gay  and  Lesbian  Task 
Force  filed  suit  June  28,  along  with 
20  women’s,  labor  and  peace 
groups,  in  order  to  obtain  a  permit 
to  protest  for  civil  rights.  (See 
GCN,  Vol.  15,  No.  I.)  Judge  John 
Fullam  ruled  July  14,  however, 
that  denial  of  a  permit  did  not  con¬ 
stitute  discrimination  against  the 
task  force  or  other  groups  by  the 
police  department  or  by  the  Park 
Service.  The  task  force  and  organ¬ 
izers  of  the  bicentennial  celebra¬ 
tion  negotiated  unsuccessfully  for 
two  weeks  before  Judge  Fullam 
announced  his  decision. 

The  suit  also  asked  the  court  to 


overturn  the  police  department’s 
policy  of  “surveillance.”  Several 
leftist  groups,  including  the  task 
force  and  the  Pledge  of  Resist¬ 
ance,  were  infiltrated  by  under¬ 
cover  police  officers.  But  Judge 
Fullam  also  ruled  that  the  police 
department  may  infiltrate  groups 
they  suspect  of  criminal  activity. 
Fullam  said  that  although  the  in¬ 
filtration  of  the  task  force  and 
other  groups  was  “unnecessary  and 
unjustifiable,”  their  rights  were  not 
violated.  Task  force  executive 
director  Rita  Addessa  promised  to 
appeal  the  decision. 

Fullam ’s  ruling  on  the  permit 
issue  said  that  people  have  the 
right  to  be  present  in  public  areas, 
but  “nobody  has  the  right  to  have 
an  organizational  rally  in  the  im¬ 
mediate  presence  of  a  Congres¬ 
sional  session.”  Addessa  said  Fullam ’s 
decision  “went  as  far  toward 
granting  us  rights  as  he  thought  he 
could  without  going  beyond  prece¬ 
dent.  But  it  still  constrains  our  first 


amendment  rights  by  allowing  us 
to  be  told  when  and  where  and 
how  we  may  exercise  our  rights.” 

Although  disappointed  by 
Fullam’s  decision,  Addessa  told 
GCN  she  was  encouraged  by  the 
protest,  which  was  held  in  con¬ 
junction  with  the  other  groups  fil¬ 
ing  suit.  “The  march  to  the  Liber¬ 
ty  bell  was  unquestionably  heard  by 
Congress.  Whistles  and  trumpets 
and  horns  have  become  an  import¬ 
ant  component  of  Philadelphia 
rallies  and  this  one  was  no  excep¬ 
tion.  Despite  efforts  by  the  police 
department  to  the  contrary,  the 
rally  achieved  high  visibility  with  a 
lot  of  television  and  newspaper 
coverage.” 

Representatives  Ted  Weiss 
(D-N.Y.),  Tom  Foglietta 
(D-Penn.),  Nancy  Pelosi  (D-Cal.) 
and  Barbara  Boxer  (D-Cal.)  ac¬ 
cepted  a  gay  and  lesbian  bill  of 
rights  on  behalf  of  Congress  from 
the  protesters.

Western  Mass,  visibility  campaign 

Enjoying  the  Fruit 
at  Super  Stop  and  Shop

HADLEY,  MA  —  “Where’s 
the  fruit  section?”  asked  Emma 
Morgan,  one  of  about  100  partic¬ 
ipants  in  “Queer  Night  at  Super 
Stop  and  Shop”  here  on  Friday, 
July  17.  This  was  the  second  event 
in  the  Western  Mass.  Lesbian/Gay 
Visibility  Campaign,  an  effort  to 
transform  straight  space  into  ev¬ 
erybody’s  space  and  to  build  for 
the  October  1 1  March  on  Wash¬ 
ington  for  Gay  and  Lesbian 
Rights. 

The  fruit  section  of  the  area’s 
largest  supermarket  —  located  bet¬ 
ween  the  college  towns  of  Amherst 
and  Northampton  —  was,  in  fact, 
one  place  queers  and  supporters 
“flaunted  it,”  wearing  pink 
triangles,  Foster  Equality  stickers, 
and  “Gay  and  Proud”  shirts. 

“I  feel  it  was  a  great  success,”  said 
Nanette  Sawyer,  a  member  of 
“Minor  Disturbances,”  a 
women’s  affinity  group  which 
organized  the  event.  “People  were 
real  excited,”  she  added,  noting 
that  the  gay  and  lesbian  presence 
was  more  visible  than  at  the  first 
Queer  Night  last  month  at  the  huge 
Hampshire  Mall. 

“We’re  having  more  fun  shop¬ 
ping  than  usual,”  said  Don,  one  of 
the  participants.  His  lover,  Jose, 
added,  “I  think  we  have  to  be  ex¬ 
posed  . . .  integrated  into  the  com¬ 
munity.  It  should  be  natural,  for 
homosexual  people  to  go  aftiund 
and  be  open.” 

Don  and  Jose  were  among  the 
few  men  joining  in  the  evening’s 
activities.  Don  said  this  is 
characteristic  of  the  Western 
Massachusetts  gay  and  lesbian 
community.  “There  are  more  wo¬ 
men,  and  the  women  have  their 
shit  together  more,”  he  explained. 

Unusual  police  presence 

The  presence  of  two  Hadley 
police  officers  in  Smokey  the  Bear 
hats,  one  outside  the  store  waving 
his  billy  club  and  the  other  inside 
near  the  checkout  lines,  disturbed 
many  participants.  “We  are  here 
whenever  Stop  and  Shop 
requests,”  said  the  inside  cop  who 
refused  to  give  his  name. 

The  store  management  refused 
to  comment  on  anything  relating 
to  Queer  Night,  but  each  of  the 
three  Stop  and  Shop  rank  and  file 


employees  asked,  called  the  police 
presence  unusual.  According  to 
Kathy  Dodge,  who  works  in  the 
store’s  bakery,  Stop  and  Shop 
hires  police  details  for  “Memorial 
Day,  the  4th  of  July  —  big  hol¬ 
idays  when  they  expect  a  lot  of 
people”  to  prevent  shoplifting. 
Queer  Night  thus  joins  the  ranks 
of  mainstream  American  holidays 
—  at  least  in  one  part  of  Hadley. 

Mixed  reaction 

The  reaction  of  shoppers  and 
employees  to  the  queer  presence 
was  mixed.  Some  got  the  point. 
“They’re  everywhere!”  exclaimed 
one  young  man  to  another  after 
staring  at  one  very  out  lesbian.  A 
few,  like  Kathy  Dodge,  were  sup¬ 
portive  and  took  Foster  Equality 
stickers  to  wear. 

One  60-year-old  woman  hand¬ 
ing  out  sausages  and  sauce  samples 


thought  the  event  had 
“backfired,”  noting  homophobic 
comments  shoppers  had  made  to 
her  about  the  presence  of  gay  peo¬ 
ple. 

This  same  employee,  who  asked 
not  to  be  identified,  said,  “I  can’t 
believe  this  many  women  are  lean¬ 
ing  the  wrong  way.  I  think  a  lot  of 
this  is  because  they’re  young,  and 
it’s  summer,  and  it’s  something  to 
do.” 

Some  customers,  however,  were 
completely  oblivious.  One  pre¬ 
sumably  straight  couple,  when 
asked  if  they’d  noticed  anything 
unusual  at  Stop  and  Shop  that 
evening,  replied,  “We’re  new 
shoppers  here ....  The  prices  seem 
a  little  lower.”  When  asked  if  they 
saw  anything  different  about  the 
people  at  Stop  and  Shop,  the  cou¬ 
ple  responded,  “the  people  look 
like  normal  people.” 


New  York  forum 

On  Racism  and 
Anti-Gay  Bias

NEW  YORK  —  The  Lesbian  and  Gay  Liberation  and  Solidarity 
Committee  presented  a  forum  on  Racism  and  Anti-gay  Bigotry  July 
12  at  the  Lesbian  and  Gay  Community  Center  in  New  York  City. 

Speaker  Steve  Rose  drew  parallels  between  the  treatment  of  gay 
men  and  lesbians  and  people  of  color.  Both  communities  are  under  at¬ 
tack,  according  to  Rose,  “as  seen  in  an  increase  in  racist  attacks  by 
gangs  and  police,  and  an  increase  in  anti-gay  violence.”  Rose  pointed 
out  that  AIDS  is  currently  used  as  an  excuse  or  rationale  for  attacking 
gay  people,  while  crime  is  often  cited  as  the  reason  for  recent  attacks 
on  Blacks.  He  called  for  a  progressive  approach  toward  unifying  these 
communities  and  said  the  tactics  of  those  with  economic  power  is  to 
force  groups  to  compete  with  each  other  and  to  diffuse  their  anger 
with  the  system  by  granting  limited  gains.  “Gains  for  lesbians  and  gay 
men  are  tolerable  (to  society],  never  acceptable.  We  continue  our  op¬ 
pression  by  fighting  each  other  to  gain  favor  with  our  oppressor.” 

Rose  urged  gay  rights  activists  to  stop  identifying  with  white, 
male,  middle-class  values,  and  to  challenge  classism  and  racism  both 
within  the  movement  and  in  our  political  and  economic  system.  He 
said  gay  organizations  are  more  tolerant  of  homophobia  within  the 
mainstream  Democratic  Party  than  that  within  progressive  groups. 
“When  working  in  coalition  with  a  Third  World  group,  we  so  easily 
give  up  on  them  when  homophobia  is  expressed,  saying,  ‘See,  we 
can’t  work  with  them,’  yet  when  a  political  candidate  sells  us  short, 
we  say,  ‘It  takes  time  to  build  change.’  ” 

After  Rose’s  opening  remarks,  participants  strategized  about 
uniting  groups  with  progressive  goals,  and  about  politicizing  “single 
issue”  groups  within  the  gay  and  lesbian  community.  On  the  latter 
issue,  much  discussion  revolved  around  the  October  1 1  March  on 
Washington  for  Lesbian/Gay  Rights.  Many  of  those  present  felt  that 
the  concerns  and  issues  raised  by  progressive  groups  had  been  ignored 
at  the  New  York  planning  sessions.  Participants  stressed  the  need  to 
state  the  links  between  issues  specific  to  the  gay  and  lesbian  communi¬ 
ty  and  other  progressive  concerns.  As  one  activist  said,  if  the  Right 
can  see  the  connections  between  homophobia,  Contra  funding,  the 
anti-abortion  movement  and  school  prayer,  gay  men  and  lesbians 
must  be  able  to  clearly  state  the  links  between  gay  rights,  non¬ 
intervention  in  Central  America,  divestment  in  South  Africa,  the 
separation  of  Church  and  State  and  women’s  reproductive  rights. 

Strong  objections  were  voiced  to  the  mass  “wedding”  scheduled 
to  occur  during  the  March  on  Washington.  “How  do  the  wedding  and 
spousal  benefits  address  the  needs  of  the  homeless  gay  Puerto  Rican 
teenage  hustler?”  asked  a  participant.  The  group  expressed  a  strong 
need  that  the  March  speak  to  the  needs  of  all  gay  men  and  lesbians,  in¬ 
cluding  prisoners,  people  of  color,  the  homeless  and  the  unemployed. 

As  a  result  of  this  forum,  the  Lesbian  and  Gay  Liberation  and 
Solidarity  Committee  is  planning  on  joining  with  other  progressive 
groups  and  individuals  to  prepare  its  own  “Call  for  Action”  for  the  na¬ 
tional  March.

CootiesCooties

BOSTON  —  Charges  against 
a  woman  who  claimed  she  had 
AIDS  and  spat  on  an  Emergen¬ 
cy  Medical  Technician  (EMT) 
have  been  reduced  from  at¬ 
tempted  murder  and  assault  and 
battery. 

The  woman,  Celia  Spence, 
and  a  female  companion,  were 
initially  arrested  by  a  security 
guard  at  the  Park  Plaza  Hotel 
on  July  17  for  shoplifting.  Ac¬ 
cording  to  Boston  Police 
Spokesperson  Jane  Sheehan, 
Spence  told  the  arresting  of¬ 
ficers  she  was  pregnant  and  was 
having  abdominal  pains.  A 
Boston  City  ambulance  was 
called  and  “the  two  [women] 
became  rowdy.”  Spence  alleg¬ 
edly  attempted  to  assault  EMT 
Jamie  Orsino,  spat  on  him  and 
said,  “Now  you  have  AIDS 
too.” 

According  to  Sheehan, 
Spence  is  not  pregnant  and  it  is 
uncertain  whether  she  has 
AIDS.  Even  if  she  does  not 
have  AIDS,  assault  and  battery 
charges  can  be  levied  for  merely 
spitting  at  another  person. 

Spence  is  currently  in  jail  in 
lieu  of  $350  in  bail. 

The  Emergency  Medical  Ser¬ 
vice  Employees  Union,  which 
represents  City  EMTs,  sup¬ 
ports  prosecution  of  Spence, 
according  to  union  president 
Dan  White.  White  expressed 
dismay  that  the  charges  were 
dropped  from  attempted  mur¬ 


der  to  assault  and  battery. 
“The  threat  of  AIDS  [was]  us¬ 
ed  as  a  weapon,”  said  White. 
“We  view  it  as  no  different 
than  a  threat  with  a  knife  or  a 
gun.” 

Fifty-four  percent  of  all 
EMTs  have  been  injured  on  the 
job  as  a  direct  result  of  vio¬ 
lence,  said  White.  “Prosecu¬ 
tion  is  the  exception  rather  than 
the  rule,”  in  such  cases,  he 
acknowledged.  “The  issue  [in 
the  Spence  case]  is  not  solmuch 
the  assault  that  happened  here 
but  the  continual  pattern  of 
assaults  against  EMTs  and  the 
lack  of  support  by  Health  and 
Hospitals,  the  lack  of  follow 
through  and  lack  of  training  to 
deal  with  these  [incidents].” 

According  to  Sandy  Lamb, 
director  of  clinical  programs 
for  Health  and  Hospitals,  there 
is  a  program  for  all  employees 
of  the  hospital,  including 
EMTs,  who  fear  they  have  been 
exposed  to  AIDS.  An  average 
of  five  to  ten  people  a  week 
make  use  of  this  program.  Of 
the  1 12  people  who  have  under¬ 
gone  testing  for  HIV  antibodies 
through  this  program  in  the  last 
three  years,  none  have  tested 
antibody  positive. 

“There  is  no  evidence  of  any 
transmission  [of  AIDS]  by  sal¬ 
iva,”  noted  Lamb.  But  if  Or¬ 
sino  feels  he  has  been  exposed 
he  should  participate  in  the 
employees’  program,  she  said.

Compliments  on  your  review  of  Charley  Shive¬ 
ly’s  Calamus  Lovers:  Walt  Whitman’s  Working 
Class  Camerados  (GCN,  Vol.  14,  No.  48).  We 
greatly  enjoyed  his  January  lecture  for  ONE  In¬ 
stitute  of  Homophile  Studies  and  meetings  with 
our  faculty. 

Many  of  Harry  Hay’s  comments  are  well  ta¬ 
ken.  However,  the  United  States  is  neither  little 
England  in  the  time  of  Byron  nor  the  relatively 
small  New  York-Washington  orbit  of  Whitman’s 
day.  As  historians  we  need  to  remember  that 
Oscar  Wilde  lectured  to  the  miners  in  Leadville, 
Colorado  with  resounding  success,  velvet  jackets, 
sunflowers  and  all  —  not  an  entirely  grim  scene  it 
could  be  ventured. 

“Had  North  American  nineteenth  century 
working-class  young  men  been  as  sexually-  ac¬ 
cessible  as  Shively  would  have  us  believe,  upper- 
class  British  gay  men  would  have  come  to  the 
United  States  in  droves. . .,”  Hay  writes.  While 
we  cannot  verify  the  droves ,  we  do  have  written 
and  video  records  in  the  oral  histories  ONE  Insti¬ 
tute  has  gathered  during  the  past  thirty-five  years 
that  many  upper-class  Englishmen  did  indeed 
come  to  the  Western  United  States  to  purchase  the 
fabled  horses  the  cowboys  rode.  And,  incidental¬ 
ly,  some  of  them  did  manage  to  also  take  back  to 
England  not  only  the  riding  horses,  but  the 
cowboys  “who  were  so  experienced  in  handling 
these  horses.”  Many  a  ranch  was  bought  by 
Englishmen  who,  being  good  stewards,  made  fre¬ 
quent  visits  “to  look  after  their  holdings.”  The 
history  of  our  community  in  the  United  States  has 
many  rich  veins  waiting  to  be  explored.

psychologies  slip  up 

Dear  GCN: 

Recently  a  postcard  was  mailed  inviting  people 
to  the  reading  of  our  new  book  with  a  copy  of  the 
purple-pink  cover  of  the  book  on  the  front  and 
the  title  of  the  book  writ  big:  Lesbian 
Psychologies.  Naturally  no  straight  person  woud 
be  threatened  by  receiving  such  a  postcard,  but  a 
number  of  lesbians  (or  gay  men)  certainly  might. 
We  regret  that  this  happened,  since  we’d  been 
careful  to  protect  individuals  who  might  be  hurt 
by  coming  out  since  the  beginnings  of  the  book  in 
our  1984  conference.  We  wanted  to  notify  the 
comunity  what  happened  so  that  we  can  all  avoid 
such  an  event  in  the  future. 

We  thought  we’d  been  careful.  On  the  cover  of 
the  conference  progam  that  was  to  be  sent 
through  the  mail,  for  example,  we  printed  the 
conference  title  (“Issuses  in  the  Psychology  of 
Women”)  on  the  outside  of  the  cover,  and  then 
“Lesbian  Psychologies”  on  the  inside.  And  when 
we  were  choosing  our  publisher  and  negotiating 
clauses  to  add  to  the  contract,  we  added  a  clause 
to  prevent  materials  from  the  book  being  sold  to  a 
magazine  without  their  author’s  permission.  We 
clarified  that  we  would  be  consulted  on  marketing 
material  that  «ve  thought  would  be  sensitive  such 
as  the  dustjacket,  wording  in  the  catalogues,  etc. 
We  were  looking  forward  to  our  first  reading,  and 
had  understood  that  the  press  was  preparing  a 
flyer  to  send  out;  once  it  had  already  been  sent, 
that  their  standard  procedure  was  to  mail  a 
postcard  reflecting  the  book’s  jacket.  Needless  to 
say,  we  have  spoken  to  the  publishers  and  are 
assured  that  they  will  not  be  sending  such 
postcards  out  for  future  readings  of  the  book 
elsewhere. 

Everyone  involved  feels  bad  about  the  slip-up. 
This  incident  brought  home  to  us  once  again,  as 
so  much  of  the  work  on  the  book  had,  the  subtle 
ways  in  which  homophobia  can  influence  our 
lives.  Let  us  all  hope  for  a  day  soon  in  which  such 
postcards  with  the  word  “lesbian”  on  them  do 
not  have  to  be  sent  in  envelopes;  in  the  meantime, 
if  you’re  publishing  a  book  on  gay  issues,  don’t 
forget  to  ask  the  publisher  for  specifics  about 
ALL  mailings.

‘chosen’  ‘trap’? 

Dear  GCN: 

I  would  like  to  share  with  your  readers  what  I 
have  been  dealing  with  most  of  my  life  and  how  it 
began  in  me  about  being  a  woman  trapped  in  a 
man’s  body. 

I  realize  that  I  wasn’t  born  to  be  a  woman  or  I 
would  have  been  born  this  way.  I  realize  that  it’s  I 
who  have  conditioned  myself  into  believing  I  am  a 
woman  in  thoughts,  but  not  physically.  It’s  an 
agonizing  situation  that  is  of  my  own  choice. 

I’m  just  not  happy  with  my  present  state  as  a 
male.  I  understand  that  it’s  ok  to  be  a  man  and  ex¬ 
press  emotional  feelings  such  as:  softness, 
tenderness,  warm  understanding,  tears  of  hurt 
and  joy,  love  and  hate,  and  being  effeminate 
openly.  I  don’t  think  there’s  anything  wrong  with 
this  nor  do  I  have  a  problem  with  this. 

I  have  also  been  conditioned  by  the  suggestions 
and  comments  of  my  family.  For  example,  at  the 
age  of  6 1  was  at  a  girl  friend ’s  house  playing  and  I 
remember  vaguely  we  had  both  decided  to  take 
our  clothes  off.  We  didn’t  touch  at  all  but  as  we 
played,  her  older  sister  came  in  and  saw  us  and 
ran  to  my  dad.  He  then  pulled  me  by  the  arm  to 
my  room  and  beat  my  ass  to  a  pulp.  Then  he  took 
me  into  the  living  room  where  my  mother  was 
present  and  made  me  stand  nude  in  front  of  them 
while  they  ridiculed  me,  laughed  and  made  fun  of 
me.  This  is  part  of  my  feeling  of  shame  today  for 
what  I  have  (a  penis). 

I  would  sneak  up  and  dress  up  in  my  sister’s 
clothes  and  panties.  I  started  shaving  my  body 
hair  at  age  11.1  still  do  wear  feminine  clothes, 
lipstick,  etc.,  just  (little)  enough  to  get  by  the 
officers. 

My  first  sexual  encounter  was  when  I  was  15.  It 
was  the  best  sexual  experience  I  ever  had.  I  allow¬ 
ed  him  to  make  love  to  me  and  my  ass,  but  when  it 
came  to  be  my  turn  to  make  love  to  him  I  couldn’t 
do  it.  1  didn’t  see  myself  as  the  dominant  type  and 
I  just  couldn’t. 

I’ve  tried  to  lift  weights  and  get  involved  in 
male  programs  to  build  a  superiority  complex  and 
become  a  man.  Still,  no  use.  I’m  not  fit  nor  com¬ 
fortable  with  it.  1  get  tired  of  just  sucking  dick 
and  taking  it  up  the  ass  all  the  time.  I  want  a 
vagina  to  make  my  feeling  of  being  a  woman 
complete.  It  would  be  nice  to  feel  my  man  inside 
me  and  him  feeling  me  at  the  same  time.  I ’m  never 
tired  of  sex,  but  it  hurts  sometimes  in  my  ass  and 
my  mouth  gets  tired  after  sucking  so  long.  It 
would  be  more  convenient  for  me  as  well  as  him 
to  have  a  sex  change. 

I  will  be  glad  to  hear  from  others  concerning 
this  matter.  I’m  not  sure  if  other  prisoners  can 
write  prisoners  in  Florida  or  not.  If  you  can,  I 
would  like  to  hear  though.

Dear  GCN: 

I  want  to  take  this  opportunity  to  commend  the 
Public  Safety  Committee  of  the  Greater  Boston 
Lesbian  &  Gay  Political  Alliance  for  its  commit¬ 
ment  to  confronting  and  elminating  homophobia 
within  the  Boston  Police  Department  as  well  as 
educating  the  public  about  the  menace  of  the  dai¬ 
ly  threat  of  anti-gay/lesbian  violence.  The  efforts 
of  co-chairs  French  Wall,  Joyce  Collier,  Steve 
LeBlanc,  and  Edwin  Light  have  helped  to  politic¬ 
ize  many  members  of  our  own  community  as  well 
as  sensitize  people  across  the  state  to  the  brutal 
forms  which  discrimination  can  assume. 

This  kind  of  direct  and  highly-publicized 
challenge  to  injustice  must  continue.  Robert 
Jackson,  who  testified  before  the  Public  Safety 
Committee  of  the  Boston  City  Council  in  April, 
was  recently  suspended  by  the  Boston  Fire 
Department.  As  an  openly  gay  man,  Robert  is 
convinced  that  his  suspension  is  a  direct  result  of 
his  efforts  to  publicize  the  eleven  years  of 
discrimination  and  humiliation  he  has  suffered  at 
the  hands  of  the  Boston  Fire  Department.  Only 
through  systematic  and  persistent  public  scrutiny 
of  institutionalized  homophobia  will  our  brothers 
and  sisters  feel  empowered  to  come  out  at  work, 
to  end  the  tyranny  of  silence  and  invisibility  which 
has  plagued  and  victimized  our  community. 

Working  together,  the  Alliance,  the  Boston  Ci¬ 
ty  Council,  and  the  Victim  Recovery  Program  of 
the  Fenway  Community  Health  Center  have 
dramatized  anti-lesbian  and  -gay  violence  and 
have  made  great  strides  in  correcting  problems 
within  the  Boston  Police  Department.  I  urge  all 
members  of  our  community  to  lend  Robert  Jack- 
son  their  support  in  his  struggle  to  address 
discrimination  within  the  Boston  Fire  Depart¬ 
ment.

the  reactionary  left 
must  be  left  behind 

Dear  GCN: 

When  we  are  reaching  our  limits  dealing  with 
the  death  of  people  we  love  and  the  onslaught  of 
the  Reagan  regime,  it  is  galling  that  we  must  also 
deal  with  enemies  on  the  left.  Thank  you,  Steph¬ 
anie  Poggi,  for  writing  the  article  on  anti-gay 
bigotry  at  In  These  Times  (GCN,  July  12).  I’m 
sure  several  lesbian  and  gay  writers  were  tempted 
to  write  this  very  piece  and  did  not  find  the  time, 
so  writers  and  readers  alike  can  be  pleased  that 
Poggi  came  through  with  a  detailed  and  damning 
piece. 

Two  of  my  friends  died  of  AIDS  this  week,  and 
a  third  just  entered  a  hospital  diagnosed  with 
AIDS-related  meningitis.  And  earlier  today, 
while  visiting  politicians  threw  a  picnic.  Disorder¬ 
ly  Conduct  landed  me  in  jail.  Sometimes  I  feel 
paralyzed  by  grief,  and  sometimes  the  old  fight¬ 
ing  spirit  wins  through.  I  know  there  is  a  real 
solidarity  among  many  lesbians  and  gay  men 
whose  moods  and  struggles  are  much  like  mine, 
and  I’m  proud  of  us. 

Our  deepening  radicalism  is  demeaned  by  the 
editors  at  In  These  Times.  John  Judis  and  James 
Weinstein,  the  editors  in  question,  are  men  who 
resent  the  uppity  women  who  don’t  follow  their 
lead,  and  Judis  (according  to  Poggi)  still  stands 
by  an  infamous  statement  he  made  in  1982: 
“Society  does  not  have  the  same  responsibility 
towards  homosexuality  —  whether  as  sexual 
behavior  or  as  living  arrangement  —  that  it  has 
toward  the  child-bearing  family.”  In  my  files  are 
the  records  of  a  frustrating  correspondence  with 
editors  at  In  These  Times.  In  these  letters  and  in 
their  paper,  the  editorial  policies  and  politics  of 
Judis  and  Weinstein  are  plain.  They  barely  tol¬ 
erate  feminism  and  they  are  downright  contempt¬ 
uous  of  the  lesbian  and  gay  movement  whenever 
it  ventures  beyond  their  very  narrow  definition  of 
“gay  rights.” 

Judis  and  Weinstein,  like  Reagan  and  Bork, 
don’t  really  believe  that  “We,  The  People”  in¬ 
cludes  queers.  These  men  —  regardless  of  the 
Republican  or  socialist  badges  they  wear  —  grant 
us  the  same  right  to  second-class  citizenship. 

The  reactionary  left  must  be  left  behind.  A  new 
left  is  up  to  us.

lesbian  blood  drive  successful  lavender  gloves 


Dear  GCN: 

In  response  to  the  statements  recently  put  forth 
by  a  former  member  of  the  Gay  and  Lesbian 
Alliance  Against  Defamation  (GLAAD),  I  would 
like  to  comment  on  the  nature  of  anti-defamation 
work  and  offer  a  few  points  of  information  and 
clarification  regarding  the  Lesbian  Blood  Drive 
that  was  sponsored  on  April  12th  by  the  Equal 
Rights  Action  Committee  (ERAC)  of  GLAAD  in 
cooperation  with  the  Greater  New  York  Blood 
Program . 

The  Lesbian  Blood  Drive  was,  in  fact,  an  anti¬ 
defamation  project  assumed  by  the  members  of 
ERAC.  It  was  selected  for  its  inherent  potential  to 
provide  a  desperately  needed  service,  while  si¬ 
multaneously  addressing  the  need  to  educate  the 
public  on  the  vicissitudes  of  the  lesbian  communi¬ 
ty.  Lesbians  have  suffered  by  the  myths  dis¬ 
seminated  as  a  result  of  the  AIDS  hysteria  and  it 
was  our  intent  to  capitalize  on  the  publicity  sur¬ 
rounding  the  blood  drive  to  promulgate  a  truthful 
and  accurate  image  of  lesbians. 

Admittedly,  the  members  of  ERAC  were  some¬ 
what,  and  perhaps  naively,  taken  aback  when  the 
administrators  of  the  Greater  New  York  Blood 
Program  requested  that  we  not  utilize  their  name 
in  the  promotion  of  the  blood  drive.  It  was  at  this 
point  that  the  heart  of  our  anti-defamation  ef¬ 
forts  began  and  they  were  in  educating  and  sen¬ 
sitizing  the  Blood  Progam’s  staff  about  the  needs 
and  constituency  of  the  lesbian  and  gay  com¬ 
munity.  The  Greater  N.Y.  Blood  Program  was  in¬ 
itially  fearful  of  public  association  with  a  lesbian 
and  gay  organization.  Their  concern  was  not  with 
the  actual  press  releases  that  GLAAD  had  plann¬ 
ed  but  rather  with  their  mistrust  of  the  media  to 
provide  educational  coverage  of  the  event  and 
any  consequent  sensationalism  that  may  result  in 
a  further  reduction  of  an  already  critically  low 
blood  supply. 

GLAAD  was  thus  presented  with  the  difficult 
task  of  lessening  the  fears  of  the  Blood  Program’s 
administration  by  engendering  their  trust,  confid¬ 
ence  and  respect.  This  task  was  delegated  to  Jane 
Hoffman,  a  member  of  GLAAD’s  Board  of 
Directors.  Thanks  to  Ms.  Hoffman’s  laborious 
efforts,  a  middle  ground  had  tentatively  been  ap¬ 
proached  following  a  series  of  deliberations.  The 
points  of  arbitration  were,  in  turn,  presented  to 
the  ERAC  committee  for  their  final  approval. 
After  lengthy  consideration,  the  ERAC  commit¬ 
tee,  via  a  majority  vote,  decided  to  move  forward 
with  the  blood  drive  in  full  acknowledgement  that 
there  would  be  some  areas  of  compromise. 

The  head  administrator  of  the  Greater  N.Y. 
Blood  Program  did  hold  to  the  initial  request  that 
they  specifically  not  be  mentioned  in  any  main¬ 
stream  pre-drive  publicity.  This  did  not,  however, 
preclude  GLAAD  from  advertising  its  upcoming 
Lesbian  Blood  Drive  in  the  mainstream  press.  It 
merely  involved  our  not  using  the  Greater  N.Y. 
Blood  Program’s  name.  It  also  did  not  prevent 
ERAC  from  publicizing  the  blood  drive  through 
posters,  leafletting,  or  tabling.  These  forms  of 
promotion,  in  the  end,  proved  to  be  the  most  ef¬ 
fective  means  of  advertising  the  event,  and  they 
had  utilized  the  Blood  Program’s  name  in  con¬ 
junction  with  GLAAD  since  they  were  not  con¬ 
sidered  mainstream  avenues  of  promotion.  In  ad¬ 
dition,  the  Blood  Program  agreed  to  major  media 


homophobic  judeo- 
christian  dogma 

GCN  received  a  copy  of  this  letter  to  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  March  on 
Washington. 

Dear  Committee  Members: 

I  am  surprised  and  dismayed  to  learn  via  the 
local  gay  press  that  you  have  refused  to  recognize 
in  the  wording  of  your  releases  the  significant 
portion  of  the  gay  community  which  wishes  to  re¬ 
main  free  from  religion.  You  are,  after  all,  an 
organization  whose  very  existence  is  necessitated 
solely  by  the  unconstitutional  entanglement  of 
homophobic  judeo-christian  dogma  with  our  law 
and  social  structure. 

I  think  it  quite  reasonable  to  ask  that  you 
rephrase  your  statement  calling  for  equal  treat¬ 
ment  based  on  “faith”  to  “religion  or  non¬ 
religion.”  I  think  it  is  also  an  important  point  that 
the  use  of  the  term  “anti-Semitism”  is  neither 
precise  (Arabs  are  also  Semites),  nor  inclusive 
enough,  since  millions  of  humans  are  subject  to 
discrimination  by  whoever  the  majority  religion¬ 
ists  of  their  locale  may  be.  The  term  “religious  in¬ 
tolerance  is  both  more  fair  and  most  accurate. 

That  the  above  suggestions  even  had  to  be 
made,  and  especially  to  this  committee,  also 
indicates  the  validity  of  the  request  that  your  list 
of  demands  include  an  insistence  on  strict  en¬ 
forcement  of  the  Constitutional  principle  of 
separation  of  government  from  religion.  That, 
after  all,  is  the  issue  at  the  root  of  gay  oppression 
in  the  U.S. 

I  assure  you  that  there  are  a  great  number  of 
thinking  gay  people  who  take  religious  freedom 
more  seriously  than  merely  enjoying  the  right  to 
avoid  the  inconvenience  of  attending  church  after 
a  night  at  the  bars.  Your  refusal  to  seriously  con¬ 
sider  these  matters  is  dangerously  divisive  of  the 
community.

coverage  of  the  blood  drive  to  take  place  on  the 
actual  day  of  the  event.  In  fact,  WPIX  was  pre¬ 
sent  at  the  blood  drive  and  they  did  over  an  hour 
of  taping  which  included  an  extensive  interview 
with  a  physician  on  staff  at  the  Greater  N.Y. 
Blood  Program.  Unfortunately,  this  affirming 
material  was  not  aired  because  Texaco  announc¬ 
ed  its  bankruptcy  on  April  12th,  which  resulted  in 
pre-empting  our  time  that  Sunday  evening  on 
WPIX. 

As  many  are  already  aware,  the  blood  drive 
proved  itself  to  be  quite  a  success  on  several  ac¬ 
counts.  Since  the  event,  GLAAD  has  had  an 
ongoing  relationship  with  the  administrators  and 
employees  of  the  Blood  Program.  They  have  wel¬ 
comed  a  coordinated  educational  effort  and  have 
contacted  us  for  advice  on  lesbian  and  gay  issues. 
They  have  also  offered  to  co-sponsor  our  next 
blood  drive,  which  is  scheduled  for  the  Fall  of 
1987,  with  a  special  focus  on  women’s  health  con¬ 
cerns. 

In  closing,  it  should  be  noted,  as  I  think  has 
been  demonstrated  by  the  blood  drive,  that  anti¬ 
defamation  work  assumes  a  variety  of  forms. 
Pointing  fingers  and  taking  to  the  streets  has  its 
place,  but  is  only  one  example  of  how  the  work  of 
addressing  discrimination  and  confronting  ho¬ 
mophobia  may  be  approached.  When  examining 
the  fears  of  an  institution  or  an  organization,  one 
must  be  mindful  of  the  potential  value  of 
educating  the  members  of  that  institution  as  well 
as  the  importance  of  building  relationships  with 
them.  One’s  enemies  must  be  chosen  carefully 
and  the  pros  and  cons  of  attacking  an  otherwise 
benevolent  organization  on  a  single  issue  must  be 
carefully  weighed.  Attitudinal  change  is  what 
anti-defamation  work  is  all  about  and,  where 
possible,  building  bridges  is  the  surest  way  to 
achieve  that  goal.

ferently  from  the  rest  of  the  coun¬ 
ty.  Tom  Silver,  press  secretary  to 
Antonovich,  claims  that  AIDS 
does  not  effect  minorities  dispro¬ 
portionately  in  Los  Angeles.  He 
cited  statistics  that  show  only  30 
percent  of  people  with  AIDS  are 
Black  or  Hispanic  while  they  make 
up  almost  40  percent  of  the  popu¬ 
lation.  “We  must  be  doing  some¬ 
thing  right,”  said  Silver.  He  added 
that  Antonovich  believes  that  it 
would  be  a  conflict  of  interest  for 
the  board  to  fund  a  group  that  is, 
at  the  same  time,  suing  it. 

Supervisor  Edelman,  however, 
does  not  believe  that  a  conflict  of 
interest  exists.  His  press  secretary, 
Bob  Ballenger,  said  that  the  Mi¬ 
nority  AIDS  Project  is  “doing 
great  work  and  the  need  is  certain¬ 
ly  there.  We  are  making  an  impor¬ 
tant  point  by  funding  the  Rever¬ 
end’s  group,  that  AIDS  is  not  just 
a  white  gay  man’s  disease.”  Even 
the  county  health  department 
recommended  that  the  board  ap¬ 
prove  the  grant.  “No  one  likes  to 
get  sued,  but  AIDS  is  the  over¬ 
whelming  concern  here,”  said 
Ballenger.  He  added  that  San 
Francisco,  where  the  incidence  of 
new  infections  is  less  than  three 
percent,  has  clearly  shown  that 
education  is  the  only  way  the 
disease  can  be  halted. 

AIDS  educators  are  almost 
unanimous  in  promoting  grass 
roots  campaigns  as  the  most  effec¬ 
tive  means  of  educating  the  hard  to 
reach  Black  and  Latino  communi¬ 
ties.  According  to  Craig  Harris  of 
the  National  Minority  AIDS 
Council,  AIDS  funding  has  by  and 
large  failed  to  address  the  specific 
needs  of  people  of  color.  He  said 
only  groups  like  Bean’s  serve  to 
bridge  the  gap  between  the  main¬ 
stream  press  and  health  profession 
and  minority  communities. 

Eric  Rofes,  director  of  the  Los 
Angeles  Gay  and  Lesbian  Com¬ 
munity  Services  Center,  said  that 
the  board’s  action  raises  critical 
issues  about  private  social  service 
agencies.  “How  political  can  we 


be  without  being  punished  for  our 
views?”  Rofes  asked.  The  board 
of  supervisors  is  taking  revenge  on 
Bean  for  daring  to  publicize  the  is¬ 
sue  nation-wide  through  his  suit, 
he  said.

beliefs  that  may  be  the  same  [as]  or 
different  than  my  own.”  It’s 
whether  or  not  candidates  choose 
to  use  their  office  to  promote  those 
views  that  determines  whether  they 
deserve  an  endorsement,  said 
Maguire.  Flynn  has  not  interfered 
with  Boston  City  Hospital  where 
“lots  of  pregnant  women  go  to 
have  abortions,”  noted  Maguire. 

“I’m  not  comfortable  with 
Flynn’s  endorsement,”  said 
Alliance  steering  committee 
member  Terry  Ortiz.  “It  was  un¬ 
fortunate  for  me  not  to  see  a 
stronger  feminist  presence  in  the 
crowd.”  Ortiz  was  one  of  the 
Alliance  members  who  proposed 
the  motion  on  endorsements 
“with  reservations.”  Ortiz  said 
she  was  particularly  distressed  that 
a  number  of  women  debated 
against  her  on  the  issue. 

Flynn’s  endorsement  was  the 
last  one  to  be  considered  at  the  end 
of  a  very  long  meeting.  Ortiz  said 
she  was  chairing  that  section  of  the 
meeting  and  could  not  “get  on  to 
the  floor”  to  oppose  a  motion  that 
Flynn  be  endorsed  by  acclamation 
—  via  voice  vote.  Other  peole  who 
were  opposed  to  such  a  process 
didn’t  speak  because  of  peer 
pressure  and  exhaustion,  Ortiz 
surmised. 

Alliance  member  Mark 
O’Malley  concurred  that  people 
like  himself  who  wanted  to  speak 
out  against  endorsing  Flynn  by  ac¬ 
clamation  “felt  they  would  be 
trashed”  by  other  people  in  the 
room. 

“I  would  suggest  women  con¬ 
cerned  with  the  [abortion]  issue 


had  the  right  to  speak  up  and  they 
did  not,”  said  Will  Hutchinson, 
chair  of  the  Alliance.  Hutchinson 
said  he  voted  in  favor  of  the  mo¬ 
tion  on  endorsing  anti-abortion 
candidates  “with  reservations,” 
but  he  did  not  speak  out  against 
beliefs  that  may  be  the  same  [as]  or 
endorsing  Flynn  by  acclamation 
because  he  didn’t  feel  it  was  his 
role  “to  -sway  the  membership.” 
Hutchinson  noted  that  some 
women  who  were  generally  vocal 
about  abortion  rights  had  made  no 
attempt  to  attend  the  meeting.  “I 
don’t  want  to  underemphasize  my 
disappointment  that  more  lesbians 
[have]  not  become  involved  in  the 
Alliance  or  the  [Alliance’s] 
Reproductive  Rights  Committee,” 
he  said. 

O’Malley,  who  is  supporting 
mayoral  candidate  John  Emana¬ 
tion  of  the  Socialist  Workers  Par¬ 
ty,  said  in  addition  to  opposing 
Flynn’s  abortion  stance,  he  be¬ 
lieves  Flynn  has  not  pushed  hard 
enough  for  domestic  partners 
benefits  for  lesbian  and  gay  city 
employees.  In  addition,  said 
O’Malley,  Flynn  has  been  slow  to 
move  on  addressing  homophobia 
in  the  fire  department  and  the 
police  department.  “He  hasn’t 
done  a  thing  for  [gay  firefighter] 
Robert  Jackson,”  said  O’Malley. 
Earlier  this  year,  Jackson  testified 
before  the  City  Council  about  ho¬ 
mophobic  harassment  by  fellow 
firefighters. 

“What  [Flynn  has  done  for  les¬ 
bians  and  gay  men]  he  has  done 
after  kicking  and  screaming  from 
the  Gay  and  Lesbian  Defense 
Committee  and  the  Public  Safety 
Committee  of  the  Alliance,”  com¬ 
mented  O’Malley. 

According  to  Alliance  chair  Will 
Hutchinson,  Flynn  deserves  the 
Alliance’s  endorsement  because  of 
his  support  for  Boston’s  Human 
Rights  ordinance  which  bans  dis¬ 
crimination  against  lesbians  and 
gay  men,  his  response  to  AIDS  and 
his  efforts  to  combat  violence 
against  lesbians  and  gay  men. 

The  Alliance  also  endorsed  the 
following:  City  Council  in¬ 
cumbents  Christopher  Ianella, 
David  Scondras,  Maura 


Hennigan-Casey,  Bruce  Bolling  and 
Brian  McLaughlin;  and  City 
Council  candidates  Rosaria  Saler¬ 
no  and  Michael  Kane.  Ianella  and 
McLaughlin  are  also  against  abor¬ 
tion  rights. 

Candidates  Juanita  Brooks 
Wade,  Abigail  Browne,  Jean 
Maguire,  Denise  Mclnerney  and 
Kitty  Bowman  were  endorsed  for 
the  Boston  School  Committee. 
Mclnerney,  a  member  of  the 
Socialist  Workers  Party,  was  the 
only  non-Democrat  who  was  en¬ 
dorsed.

Kramer  told  GCN  that  although 
he  helped  appoint  Lilly  to 
GMHC’s  board  of  directors,  he 
has  some  reservations  because  Lil¬ 
ly  is  disconnected  from  the  gay 
community.  “He  is  not  a  part  of 
the  gay  community  in  the  sense 
that  you  and  I  are.  He  is  better,  of 
course  than  nobody,  but  we  must 
get  to  him  and  educate  him.” 
Kramer  added  that  he  fears  Lilly  is 
not  independent  enough  from  the 
mainstream  medical  and  scientific 
establishment. 

Lilly  is  especially  close  to  Dr. 
Anthony  Fachi  of  the  National  In¬ 
stitute  of  Health  (NIH),  who  has 
not  been  any  help  to  the  gay  com¬ 
munity  in  the  crisis,  according  to 
Kramer.  Kramer  explained  that 
Dr.  Fachi  is  in  charge  of  a  50  mil¬ 
lion  dollar  AIDS  drug  testing 
budget  at  NIH  which  he  has  so  far 
failed  to  use. 

Lilly,  for  his  part,  said  that 
“Larry  is  wrong.  I  do  not  antic¬ 
ipate  a  conflict  between  my  duties 
as  a  scientist  and  as  a  gay  person.  I 
do  need  input  very  much  from  the 
gay  community  as  well  as  from  the 
medical  community.  After  all,  I  do 
not  know  everything  about  the 
medical  aspects  of  AIDS  either. 
GMHC  has  offered  me  the  use  of 


the  facilities  which  will  be  very 
helpful.” 

Lilly  added  that  part  of 
Kramer’s  opposition  to  the  NIH 
and  Dr.  Fachi,  as  well  as  to  Dr. 
Robert  Gallo,  rests  on  his  skep¬ 
ticism  of  their  theory  that  HIV  in¬ 
fection  is  the  cause  of  AIDS. 
“Much  of  what  Dr.  Gallo  says, 
however,  is  correct.  There  is  very 
strong  circumstantial  evidence 
that  the  virus  causes  AIDS.  The 
next  candidates  are  way  behind,” 
he  said. 

Smokescreen  for  negligence 

Many  gay  activists  see  the 
presidential  commission  as  a 
smokescreen  set  up  by  the  admin¬ 
istration  to  conceal  their  almost 
Criminal  negligence  of  the  AIDS 
epidemic.  Steven  Beck  of  the  Na¬ 
tional  Coalition  of  People  with 
AIDS  said  that  the  best  “we  can 
hope  for  is  a  commission  that  says 
nothing.  The  worst  is  one  whose 
majority  propogates  Reagan’s 
ideological  views  on  AIDS.” 
However,  Beck  said  that  commis¬ 
sions  have  been  known  to  backfire 
on  administrations. 

Some  believe  that  the  admin¬ 
istration  is  so  discredited  by  the 
Contra  scandal  that  they  will  not 
be  able  to  act  on  any  recommenda¬ 
tions  by  the  panel.  By  the  time  the 
report  is  due  in  six  months, 
Reagan  will  have  less  than  a  year  to 
take  the  initiative  on  the  issue.  Gil 
Gerald  of  the  National  AIDS  Net¬ 
work  said  that  the  commission 
“will  not  amount  to  much.  The 
administration  is  in  such  disarray 
that  they  are  not  even  listening  to 
their  own  people  working  on  the 
issue.  The  real  work  on  AIDS  is  in 
community-based  activity  that  is 
not  dependent  on  the  White 
House.”  Gerald  added  that  he 
would  be  disappointed  if  Blacks  or 
Hispanics,  who  account  for  almost 
half  of  all  AIDS  cases,  are  not  ap¬ 
pointed  to  the  commission.

Who  was  it  who  said,  “Gays 
and  straights  are  completely  dif¬ 
ferent,  except  for  what  we  do  in 
bed”?  This  was  brought  home  to 
me  at  the  Mr.  Gay  New  Eng- 
land/U.S.A.  Pageant  held  June  27 
in  Providence,  R.I.  Anyone  expec¬ 
ting  walking,  posing  Anatomy  101 
illustrations  a  la  “Pumping  Iron” 
would  have  fared  better  at  home 
with  the  rented  videocassette.  This 
was  after  all  the  Mr.  Gay  New 
England  Pageant  with  the  em¬ 
phasis  on  the  “Gay”  rather  than 
the  “Mister.”  As  such  it  is  no  sur¬ 
prise  that  the  event  has  more  in 
common  wjth  the  popular  Miss 
Gay  New  England  Contest  than 
with  any  straight  body-building, 
steroid-ingesting  phantasmagoria 
which  has  some  of  the  same  words 
in  its  title.  The  evening’s  com¬ 
petitive  categories  were  in  fact 
identical  to  the  Miss  Gay  event  — 
formal  wear,  swim  wear  and  that 
hard-to-place-but-all-important 
quality,  “talent.”  Tux,  tits  and 
tease.  The  audience  was  clearly  an¬ 
ticipatory. 

Contestant  Bobby  Mellon  was 
first  striding  down  the  runway  in 
white  tux  and  well  turned  ankles. 
His  every  movement  spoke  quiet 
poise  and  studied  grace.  He  seem¬ 
ed  bom  in  a  tux.  With  his  slightly 
tousled  blond  hair  and  slightly 
wooden  smile,  he  evoked  the  ex- 
surfer  eyeing  the  older  gentlemen 
at  a  downtown  Hollywood  night¬ 
spot.  Contestant  Hector  Rodri¬ 
guez  exemplified  Latin  good  looks 
—  his  tight,  short  curly  hair  fram¬ 
ed  a  face  lifted  from  some  Roman 
bust.  With  white  tails  and  white 
gloves  he  could  be  helping  you  out 
of  your  car  for  a  night  out  in  Rio. 
Paul  Sinclair  of  Everett,  Mass., 
was  Liberace  in  a  shimmery  lounge 
suit  while  Norman  Ferland  looked 
a  rustic  squire,  fairly  bursting  out 
of  his  coat  and  tails;  those  bulging 
tats  seemed  impatient  for  the 
swimsuit  event.  Keven  Whyte  wore 
his  baby-face  good  looks  and 
bouncy  longish  locks  well  in  a 
crinkly  white  short-waisted 
playsuit  and  bow-tie,  not  quite 
formal  wear  perhaps  but  why 
waste  time  on  formalities  when 
confronted  by  one  such  as  he.  In 
contrast  Tony  Papparatas  was 
cool  and  slick,  pencil  thin 


moustache,  pencil-thin  tie,  curly 
hair  greased  back,  a  Mediterra¬ 
nean  lover  on  the  make  posed  for 
the  big  come-on. 

If  Miss  Gay  NE  contestants  can 
be  said  to  be  impersonating 
women  (but  not  just  any  woman, 
honey)  can  the  Mister  hopefuls  be 
said  to  be  impersonating  men?  The 
more  philosophical  among  us  may 
argue  of  course  that  acting  male  or 
female  is  something  to  be  learned. 
Everyone  gay  or  straight  is  an 
impersonator,  copying  from  the 
handful  of  “originals”  marketed 
by  Hollywood  and  Madison  Ave¬ 
nue  in  any  given  season.  Straight 
people  see  all  this  —  mascu¬ 
line/feminine,  male/female  —  as 
God-given  birthrights;  gays  know 
that  it’s  all  poise  and  fashion,  af¬ 
fect  and  effect.  We  play  with  the 
formulas,  alter  a  few  and  create 
our  own  (which  straights  then  take 
over  as  their  “natural”  state). 
Mister  and  Miss  —  it’s  camp  and 
artifice;  there  is  an  art  to  men  im¬ 
personating  men  and  the  evening’s 
contestants  were  there  to  show 
how  well  they  knew  their  lessons. 

The  swimsuit  category  should 
really  be  called  the  Personality 


part  of  the  competition  for  what 
better  way  to  judge  a  man’s  essen¬ 
tial  persona  than  when  he  is  down 
to  his  bare  inessentials.  Bobby’s 
carefully  shaped  body  hair,  for  ex¬ 
ample,  tapering  to  a  perfect  V  to¬ 
wards  his  navel  spoke  volumes 
about  the  man,  which  his  clothed 
self  had  only  hinted  at.  And  Hec¬ 
tor’s  defined,  yet  undefinably 
smooth  cafe-au-lait  physique  can¬ 
not  but  reveal  his  slavery  to  perfec¬ 
tion.  And  there  are  more  ways 
than  one  to  stuff  a  wild  bikini  brief 
as  the  contesants  proved.  Nor¬ 
man,  who  appeared  with  lats, 
deltoids  and  all  major  muscle 
groups  released  at  last  (someone  in 
the  audience  whispered  steroids) 
had  added  discrete  wet  spots  to  his 
skimpiest  of  swim  trunks.  With  his 
shades  pushed  up  his  forehead,  he 
was  a  lifeguard  in  heat  waiting  for 
rescue  in  the  glare  of  the  spot¬ 
lights.  In  contrast,  Kevin  came 
wrapped  in  one  of  those  Continen¬ 
tal  Bath  towels  that  covered  but 
one  thigh  —  a  good  play  for  the 
audience’s  sense  of  nostalgia.  That 
wet  shine  on  his  body  could  only 
have  been  oil  applied  after  a  sen¬ 
suous  rub-down.  Baby  oil  for  the 


audience’s  favorite  baby  face. 

Those  who  disparage  the  Talent 
portion  of  the  Pageant  for  being 
merely  striptease  should  be 
reminded  that  what  you  strip  from 
is  as  important  as  what  you  strip 
to.  And  for  both  one  requires 
creativity,  thought  and,  yes, 
talent.  (Remember  that  in  phone 
sex  one  always  begins  with  “What 
are  you  wearing?”  The  more  im¬ 
patient  asks,  “What  are  you  not 
wearing?”)  In  fact  two  of  the 
contestants  did  no  stripping  at  all. 
Paul  performed  a  lip-synch  rou¬ 
tine  clad  in  a  black  cape  and  se- 
quined  sunglasses  and  “stripped” 
off-stage  from  leather  pants  to 
blue  lame  pants.  Kevin  chose  a 
gymnast  ensemble  —  white  tights, 
white  tank  tops,  his  unruly  locks 
held  in  check  by  a  white  head 
band,  one  end  draped  cheekily 
over  his  left  ear.  Starting  out  as  a 
clumsy,  clubfooted  wallflower,  he 
quickly  blossomed  into  a 
backwards  somersaulting  aerobics 
instructor  to  the  theme  from 
“Fame.”  Those  back  flips  and 
stretches  were  a  test  of  the  tensile 
strength  of  his  tights  as  they  stret¬ 
ched  to  accomodate  all  that  taut 


musculature.  What  a  feeling! 

Among  those  who  stripped, 
Bobby  started  out  from  a  white  ur¬ 
ban  cowboy  outfit  and  ended  up  in 
bikini  briefs  and  erect  nipples, 
while  Tony  was  an  angry  punk  in 
torn  jean  jacket  and  leather  thongs 
and  remained  to  the  end,  sans 
jacket.  Hector  introduced  himself 
as  a  court  jester,  his  costume  a 
fantastic  creation  of  red  and  white 
feathers,  sequined  tunic,  lace  col¬ 
lar  and  black  tights  —  part  harle¬ 
quin,  part  Rio  Carnival  carouser. 
These  were  quickly  divested,  leav¬ 
ing  Hector  dancing  in  white  BVDs 
which  showed  conclusively  how 
you  tell  a  boy  (Tom  Cruise)  from  a 
man  (Hector).  In  the  tease  depart¬ 
ment  though,  Norman  was  unri¬ 
valled,  literally  tearing  away  his 
white  tank  top  as  he  bumped  and 
ground  and  lip-synched  to  “The 
Power  of  Love”  emphasizing  the 
refrain  with  a  thrust  of  his  barely- 
bikini-contained  crotch.  I  think 
the  audience  got  the  subliminal 
message. 

Not  enough  attention  has  been 
paid  in  the  gay  media  to  the  impor¬ 
tant  question  of  how  to  best  dress

Since  I  was  going  to 
be  there  anyway,  and  GCN  needed  someone  to  review 
the  new  edition  of  Ten  Percent  Revue  now  playing  at 
the  Gifford  House,  I  volunteered  to  see  it.  Though  I 
had  not  seen  the  musical  revue  in  any  of  its  earlier  in¬ 
carnations,  I  looked  forward  to  it.  I  imagined  it  would 
be  entertaining  and  professional,  but  more  important¬ 
ly,  I  thought  it  would  be  a  pleasant  way  to  spend  an 
evening  with  lovers,  friends  and  family. 

The  Cabaret  Room  at  the  guest  house  was  not 
quite  full,  and  the  audience  was  remarkably  mixed: 
men  ranging  from  queen  to  clone  to  leather,  several 
lesbian  couples  in  their  mid-30s,  a  table  of  older 
women  in  their  50s  and  60s,  and  even  a  token  table  of 
heterosexuals.  It  was  a  diverse  group  especially  com¬ 
pared  to  the  gay  theater  audiences  I've  been  seeing 
over  the  past  15  years.  In  New  York  it  usually  seems  to 
be  mostly  men;  but  also  men  to  whom  theater-going  is 
habitual.  In  Boston,  audiences  are  generally  more 
gender-mixed  but  these  are  also  people  to  whom  the¬ 
ater-frequenting  is  not  something  out  of  the  ordinary. 
What  was  different,  and  refreshing  about  sitting 
around  the  tables  in  the  Gifford  House's  Cabaret  was 
the  feeling  that  all  of  these  other  people  represented  a 
much  broader  cross-section  of  the  gay  and  lesbian 
community.  People  who  live  their  lives  wherever,  and 
then  come  to  Provincetown  to  relax  and  spend  their 
vacations  in  a  more  openly  gay  atmosphere.  For  the 
first  time  in  a  long  time,  I  had  the  feeling  that  there 
was  a  gay  community  outside  of  my  own  little  circle  of 
activist  and  bar  friends.  That  we  were  not  only 
everywhere,  but  more  importantly,  some  of  us  were  in 
this  small  theater  —  together  as  gay  people  —  ready 
and  willing  to  see  a  show  which  we  all  hoped  would  be 
a  manifestation  of  some  sense  of  shared  community 
and  concern,  a  sense  of  what  it  is  like  to  be  gay  in  our 
personal  and  public  lives.  I  realized  that  I  was  so  im¬ 
pressed  by  this  atmosphere  I  was  afraid  Ten  Percent 
Revue  could  never  live  up  to  the  context  I  had  built 
around  it.  But  the  fear  was  for  naught  and  the  next  90 
minutes  were  some  of  the  most  exciting,  and  moving, 
that  I  can  remember  in  my  theater-going  career. 

A  great  deal  of  this  was  the  show.  Tom  Wilson 
Weinberg's  words  and  music,  joey  Brandon's  direc¬ 
tion  and  the  performances  are  all  excellent.  But  I  want 
to  talk  about  them  a  bit  later.  For,  while  I  thoroughly 
enjoyed  the  show,  my  pleasure  was  heightened  by  the 
setting  and  the  company.  The  four  of  us  sitting 
together  watching  a  gay  musical  formed  a  fusion  of 
family  (biological,  extended,  and  chosen)  which  I 
don't  normally  experience:  it  was  a  dizzying  collision 
of  the  personal  and  the  political.  And  in  the  midst  of 
this,  recollection  of  past  gay  shows  came  flooding  back 
to  me,  bridging  the  past  and  the  present. 

LOVERS:  1974 

The  first  gay  show  —  one  written  and  performed 
by  and  for  gay  people  and  presented  in  a  context 
which  is  explicitly  and  overtly  gay,  and  viewing  sex¬ 
uality  as  a  political  issue:  all  of  these  criteria  are  im¬ 
portant  because,  except  for  the  last,  the  New  York 
Metropolitan  Opera  could  easily  qualify  as  the  long¬ 
est-running  gay  theater  in  the  country  —  was  a  musical 
revue  entitled  Lovers.  Written  by  Peter  Del  Valle  and 
Steve  Sterner,  it  was  presented  by  playwright  Doric 
Wilson  and  a  theater  company  he  had  started  named 
TOSOS  (the  acronym  stood  for  The  Other  Side  of 
Silence,  a  quote  from  Alexander  Pope).  I  can 
remember  quite  clearly  going  into  the  basement 
theater  on  Church  Street,  just  below  the  Village  in  the 
now  fashionable  SoHo,  with  my  friend  Joseph  and 
feeling  an  excitement  I  had  never  felt  before.  Both 
Joseph  and  I  had  been  to  a  lot  of  theater,  but  this  was 
the  first  time  we  were  going  to  a  cultural  event  which 


was  avowedly  gay.  Both  he  and  I  had  been  through 
plenty  of  political  meetings  —  Gay  Liberation  Front, 
Gay  Male  Liberation,  and  assorted  others;  it  was  a 
way  of  life  for  both  of  us.  But  this  was  different.  Up  till 
now  my  cultural  interests  and  my  political  leanings 
had  never  had  a  chance  to  merge  successfully.  The 
very  idea  of  a  gay  theater  was  exciting.  Also  exciting 
was  the  ever-present  thought  of  perhaps  meeting  so¬ 
meone  out  in  the  lobby.  Somehow  a  theater  lobby 
seemed  much  nicer  than  a  crowded,  smoky  barroom; 
I’ve  since  gotten  over  that.  Theater,  which  has  always 
seemed  so  integral  a  part  of  my  social  and  sexual  iden¬ 
tity,  was  now  able  to  merge  with  my  more  recently 
discovered  political  feelings,  and  I've  never  gotten 
over  that. 

The  theater  was  small  with  a  low  ceiling.  Folding 
chairs  were  on  risers  and  the  stage  was  a  small  plat¬ 
form  at  the  back  of  the  room.  The  space  was  not  totally 
filled,  but  there  were  enough  people  to  make  a  com¬ 
fortable  audience.  The  show  itself  was  more  than 
satisfying:  A  series  of  fifteen  songs  performed  by  six 
men  who  formed  three  couples.  There  were  some  love 
songs,  some  duets  about  fighting  to  keep  relationships 
together,  and  two  very  funny  comic  numbers  which 
stay  in  mind.  The  first  was  a  paean  to  s/m  called 
"Punishment  (Belt  and  Leather)"  which,  besides  be¬ 
ing  memorable  for  its  vaudevillian  tap  dancing  by 
leather-  and  chain-clad  hoofers,  also  had  very  (for 
1974)  explicit  lyrics:  "Ever  hear  of  bondage/  Yeah, 
yeah/  Ever  hear  of  water  sports/  Yeah,  yeah/  Needles 
through  your  nipples/  Needles  through  your  balls/ 
Catch  me  pretty  baby /  I'm  about  to  fall."  (It  certainly 
made  young  queens  like  us  think  twice  about  meeting 
anyone  in  that  lobby.)  The  other  number  was  a  '50s 
doowop  parody  entitled  "At  the  Trucks,"  a  rock  and 
roll  litany  to  everything  one  could  do  in  the  once- 
popular  empty  moving  vans  along  New  York's  West 
Side  docks.  The  verses  were  a  catalogue  of  fucking  and 
sucking  while  the  Elvis-esque  trio  sang:  "Shut  up  and 
shove  it  up,  Shut  up  and  shove  it  up." 

But  besides  this  sexual  explication  there  was  a 
song  which  impressed  me  even  more,  not  because  it 
was  funny  or  sexual,  but  because  it  was  the  first  time  I 
had  heard,  in  a  theater,  a  bold  political  statement 
presented  as  entertainment.  Entitled  "Somehow  I'm 
Taller”  it  began  with:  "Gay  liberation  means  not  call¬ 
ing  your  lover  your  roommate.  Gay  liberation  means 
not  being  afraid  to  hold  hands  in  public.  Gay  libera¬ 
tion  means  not  fixing  up  your  guestroom  as  though 
someone  really  sleeps  there  when  straight  friends 
come  over.  Gay  liberation  means  not  hating  yourself 
so  much  that  you  can't  love  someone  else."  The  song 
then  had  the  lead  singer  say  that  after  he  shut  the 
closest  door  behind  him,  "Somehow  I'm  taller/ 
Somehow  I'm  stronger/  Somehow  I'm  bolder  than 
yesterday./  Somehow  I'm  younger/  Somehow  I'm 
older/  Somehow  I'm  wiser  than  yesterday."  The  tune 
itself  was  not  bad  —  it  was  rather  reminiscent  of  parts 
of  Stephen  Sondheim's  score  ior  Anyone  Can  Whistle  — 
but  the  very  act  of  saying  the  words  "gay  liberation" 
on  stage  was  shocking  to  me.  It  was  not  just  that  it  was 
a  political  act  (although,  of  course  it  was)  but  it  was  an 
act  of  theatrical  boldness,  which  was,  for  me,  both  en¬ 
thralling  and  exciting.  In  that  moment,  I  felt,  politics 
had  become  theatrical  and  theater  had  become  politic¬ 
al.  It  was  not  so  much  an  epiphany  as  a  trans¬ 
figuration. 

THE  TRANSFIGURATION 

OF  THE  COMMONPLACE 

Thinking  about  going  to  see  Lovers  more  than  13 
years  ago,  and  all  of  the  gay  theater  I've  seen  since 
then,  set  me  to  wondering  what  made  it  all  so  import¬ 
ant  to  my  life.  It  wasn't  just  the  shows  (some  of  which 
have  been  wonderful  while  others  unbearable)  or 
even  the  audiences  (there  is  nothing  worse  than  a

room  full  of  snotty  queens  who  have  decided 
beforehand  that  they  hate  the  show)  but  rather  a  com¬ 
bination  of  the  two  which  —  when  they  work  together 
—  can  have  a  very  powerful  effect  on  both  the  mind 
and  the  body. 

Great  theater  should  take  some  reality  we  know 
and  transform  it  for  us  —  show  it  to  us  in  a  new,  start¬ 
ling  light.  The  same  is  true  of  gay  theater,  but  in  many 
cases  I  think  that  the  effect  can  be  even  more  powerful 
because  what  is  being  transformed  is,  many  times, 
something  we  have  had  to  keep  hidden,  secret.  The 
power  of  transformation  is  also  the  power  of  revela¬ 
tion. 

The  two  best  examples  of  transformation  and  rev¬ 
elation  I  had  ever  seen  —  gay  theater  at  its  best  —  did 
not  take  place  in  a  theater  at  all.  The  first  was  in  a 
restaurant  I  worked  in,  as  a  cook,  for  a  while.  One  af¬ 
ternoon  I  happened  to  go  into  the  upstairs  quarters  — 
where  the  owners  lived  —  and  happened  to  see  one  of 
the  waiters,  an  old-fashioned  although  not  very  old 
queen  called  Frankie,  standing  at  the  top  of  a  flight  of 
steps.  He  didn't  notice  me  and  it  was  no  wonder  since 
he  was  intently  listening  to  a  recording  of  Maria  Callas 
singing  "Vissi  D'Arte”  from  Puccini's  Tosca.  He  had  a 
bed  sheet  wrapped  like  an  mantle  over  his  head  and 
clutched  his  throat.  It  fell  over  his  shoulders  like  a 
cape  and  he  stood  there  with  a  rapt  look  on  his  face 
mouthing  the  words  (lip-synching  is  too  vulgar  for 
what  he  was  experiencing).  I'm  not  even  sure  that  he 
knew  what  the  words  meant  —  I  know  he  didn't  speak 
Italian  —  but  it  didn't  matter.  As  I  watched  him  there, 
transfixed,  he  became  the  actress  Tosca  caught  bet¬ 
ween  a  desire  to  help  her  imprisoned  lover  and  a  deep 
repulsion  at  the  thought  of  sleeping  with  his  jailer.  The 
transformation  was  startling:  Frankie,  the  giddy,  off- 
the-wall  waiter,  had  become  a  great  tragedian.  Grant¬ 
ed,  he  was  helped  by  the  fact  that  Maria  Callas  is  pret¬ 
ty  dramatic  in  and  of  herself,  but  watching  him  was 
like  seeing  a  vision.  Frankie  had  changed  himself  into 
another  person,  and  had  convinced  me  of  that  fact  as  I 
spied  on  him  from  behind  a  corner.  As  I  stood  there  I 
wondered  if  this  was  the  true  Frankie.  Was  this 
Frankie  as  he  saw  himself,  as  he  wanted  to  be,  at  what 
he  felt  was  his  most  vulnerable  and  alluring?  I  was  em- 
barassed  at  watching  for  so  long  not  so  much  because 
it  would  have  looked  like  eavesdropping,  but  because 
I  felt  I  had  seen  something  too  personal,  too  intimate. 
Frankie  had  been  performing  —  there  was  no  doubt- 
this  was  theater  —  but  I  had  not  been  invited.  I  quietly- 
went  back  to  work  downstairs. 

The  second  instance  was  when  I  was  standing  in  a 
leather  bar,  The  Black  and  Blue,  on  a  San  Francisco 
vacation  eight  years  ago.  (I  guess  that  song  in  Lovers 
did  have  an  effect  on  me,  after  all.)  The  room  was  fill¬ 
ed  with  attractive  men  dressed  to  the  tits  in  leather, 
handcuffs  and  mean  attitude.  Above  the  room  was  a 
huge  motorcycle  suspended  by  chains  and  covered 
with  little  twinkly  Christmas  lights.  At  some  time,  late 
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in  the  evening,  the  lights  in  the  bar  were  lowered  and 
the  tiny  white  lights  on  the  bike  were  turned  on.  The 
disco  stopped  and  the  loudspeakers  began  to  play  — 
very  loudly  —  the  "Gloria”  from  Beethoven  Missa 
Solemnis.  As  the  bar  became  dark  and  the  small  lights 
began  to  twinkle  against  the  polished  chrome,  the  men 
all  became  silent.  They  remained  so  after  the  music 
ended  and  only  resumed  talking  after  the  bar  lights 
slowly  came  back  up.  I  don't  know  what  it  meant  —  it 
was  partly  a  religious  feeling,  partly  sexual,  partly 
mystical,  and  partly  bizarro  —  but  it  was  great  theater. 

IF  IT'S  NOT  ONE  THING,  IT'S  ANOTHER 

As  I  began  making  notes  to  write  about  Ten  Percent 
Revue  I  realized  there  were  all  these  things  I  was  wor¬ 
ried  about.  At  one  point  it  was  beginning  to  feel  like  Li¬ 
ly  Tomlin's  series  of  one-liners  that  all  begin  with  "I 
worry  that.  ..."  But  thinking  about  gay  theater  and 
what  it  means  to  me  (and  others)  there  were  certain 
questions  that  I  was  always  getting  uneasy  answers  to. 
I  worry  that  what  we  now  call '  'gay  theater' '  is  existing 
in  some  cultural  vacuum,  and  that  its  producers  and 
its  audience  have  little  sense  of  what  has  gone  on  in 
the  past.  It's  not  just  a  matter  of  knowing  there  was  a 
show  —  15  years  ago  —  called  Lovers,  but  of  people  not 
knowing  about  TOSOS,  the  Glines,  Robert  Patrick, 
Doric  Wilson,  Charles  Ludlum,  Jane  Chambers,  Ethyl 
Eichelberger,  Loretta  Lotman,  Medusa's  Revenge  or 
Susan  Miller.  Cultural  history  has  a  way  of  being 
quickly  forgotten;  gay  cultural  history  barely  has  a 
chance  of  survival.  Before  Stonewall  this  was  less  like¬ 
ly  to  happen  because  the  artifacts  of  gay  culture  were 
so  hard  to  come  by  they  were  collected  and  hoarded  as 
something  precious.  My  lover  has  an  older  lesbian 
friend  who  still  will  collect  anything  gay,  a  holdover 
from  the  darker  ages  of  the  ’50s  and  ’60s  when  each 
piece  of  history,  information,  or  objet  d'art  was  to  be 
cherished  and  saved. 

I  worry  too  that  because  there  is  more  gay  culture 
available  than  ever  before,  it  gets  taken  for  granted;  it 
becomes  as  disposable  as  any  other  part  of  popular 
culture  and  even  more  likely  to  end  up  in  the  dustbin 
of  forgotten  history.  This  is  especially  true  of  gay 
theater  —  some  of  which  lasts  only  a  few  nights  with 
only  a  crumpled  program  as  a  reminder.  But  along 
with  this  I  have  the  feeling  that  the  relationship  bet¬ 
ween  gay  theater  and  the  gay  audience  has  been  cor¬ 
rupted.  Many  times  the  enormous  potential  power 
that  the  stage  holds  is  undermined,  both  by  audiences 
who  expect  it  to  be  there  and  by  producers  who  think 
that  audiences  will  accept  whatever  is  on  stage  just 
because  it  is  "gay."  The  late  Charles  Ludlum  once  said 
that  curent  gay  theater  "either  apologizes  or  pleads  for 
mercy.  What  I  do  is  not  gay  theater  —  it  is  something 
much  worse.  I  don't  ask  to  be  tolerated.  I  don't  mind 
being  intolerable."  Too  often  gay  theater  lacks  that 
ability  to  shock,  to  jolt  its  audience  and  change  their 
perception  of  what  life  and  reality  is.  The  best  theater 


reaches  out  and  grabs  your  heart  or  your  mind  (or 
both,  if  it  is  really  great)  and  shakes  them  around.  The 
power  of  theater  comes  from  altering  our  sense  of  real¬ 
ity  to  show  us  what  is  possible  and  what  we  have 
never  seen  before:  transfiguration  and  revelation. 

TEN  PERCENT  REVUE,  FINALLY 

The  power  of  Ten  Percent  Revue  comes  not  only 
from  its  charm  and  its  more  than  evident  appeal,  but 
also  from  Weinberg's  ability  to  translate  the  political 
concerns  of  a  community  —  and  a  very  mixed  one 
because,  unlike  Lovers,  Ten  Percent  Revue  deals  with 
both  lesbians  and  gay  men  —  into  songs  with  both  wit 
and  feeling. 

Now  in  its  fourth  playing  version,  Ten  Percent 
Revue  is  a  collection  of  20  songs  performed  by  six 
singers,  one  of  whom  doubles  as  a  pianist.  The  songs 
range  from  the  very  personal  like  "Rosetta,"  a  ballad 
sung  by  Jenifer  Firestone  about  the  effect  of  an  older 
woman  on  her  life,  to  the  fast  and  funny  "Gay  Name 
Game,"  a  patter-listing  of  noted  homosexuals.  In 
many  ways  Ten  Percent  Revue  is  part  of  a  long  tradition 
of  American  stage  musical  revues.  A  great  deal  of  it  is 
upbeat  and  funny,  but  there  are  also  serious  moments. 

Tom  Weinberg's  music  is  clearly  drawn  from  this 
tradition  so  well-known  to  many  gay  men  and  there 
are  hints  of  Stephen  Sondheim  (especially  in  the 
"Threesome"  number  sung  by  Firestone,  Lisa  Berns¬ 
tein  and  Helena  Snow,  and  in  "Wedding  Song"  per¬ 
formed  by  the  company),  Irving  Berlin,  ("The  Love 
That  Dares  Not  Speak  its  Name’ '  is  a  direct  descendant 
from  the  1920s  Princess  Theater  musicals)  and  Jacques 
Brel  ("Not  Allowed"  is  reminiscent  of  several  songs  in 
Jacques  Brel  is  Alive  and  Well...,  and  "Before 
Stonewall"  clearly  is  related  to  "If  We  Only  Have 
Love.")  But  while  the  music  has  its  roots  in  this  tradi¬ 
tion,  it  avoids  being  derivative  or  second  hand. 

The  same  is  true  of  Weinburg’s  lyrics.  When  he 
rhymes  "finer"  "designer"  and  "china"  in  "If  I 
Were/I'd  Like  to  Be"  (a  song  about  gay  stereotypes 
sung  by  Snow  and  Paul  Hardt),  Sondheim's  lyrics  im¬ 
mediately  come  to  mind  (especially  from  Follies  and 
Sweeney  Todd )  and  while  they  are  not  up  to  the  best  of 
Sondheim,  neither  is  a  lot  of  other  Sondheim,  and  they 
are  miles  better  than  lots  of  other  lyrics.  (Try 
remembering  the  words  to  Andrew  Lloyd  Webber's 
Starlight  Express',  they  are  barely  written,  never  mind 
memorable.)  But  when  Weinberg  is  at  his  best  —  as  in 
"Turkey  Baster  Baby"  sung  by  Snow  on  a  piano, 
Helen  Morgan-style  with  a  Dietrich  boa  —  the  effect  is 
original  and  startling  in  its  juxtaposition  of  cultural  im¬ 
ages  and  expectations.  (It  also  has,  at  least  to  my  ears,  a 
charming  borrowing  from  the  "Ithaca"  chapter  of 
Joyce's  Ulysses,  dealing  with  parent/child  bonding,  but 
maybe  I  listen  too  hard.) 

What  I  found  so  moving  about  Lovers  was  the 
melding  together  of  the  American  show  music  tradi¬ 
tion  and  gay  politics.  That  blending  of  politics  and 


show  tunes  started  with  Harold  Rome’s  show  Pins  and 
Needles,  for  the  International  Ladies  Garment 
Workers'  Union  in  1937  which  contained  a  pro-union 
message  in  its  comedy  and  music.  (The  show  was  such 
a  such  a  success  it  ran  on  Broadway  for  over  1,000 
performances.)  And  while  I  like  the  relationship  songs 
and  the  love  songs  in  Ten  Percent  Revue,  what  grabbed 
me  the  most  were  the  political  numbers.  Not  because 
they  were  the  most  original  —  although  the 
"Supremes,"  a  Motown  parody  of  what  the  Supreme 
Court  does  and  does  not  dream  about,  is  as  witty  and 
perfect  as  a  show  tune  gets  —  but  because  it  is  shock¬ 
ing,  once  again,  to  see  this  combination  of  popular 
culture  and  politics  done  so  well,  or  to  be  more 
precise,  done  at  all. 

Gay  playwright  Robert  Patrick  once  said  that  Boy 
Meets  Boy,  a  gay  musical  pastiche  of  the  1930s  exotic 
romance  shows,  was  revolutionary  theater  because  it 
took  the  expected  and  the  usual,  and  totally  turned  it 
on  its  head:  it  revisioned  a  heterosexual  world  and 
made  it  totally  gay.  Weinberg's  approach  to  Ten  Per¬ 
cent  Revue  is  as  radical  (and,  by  the  way,  a  much  better 
show)  for  he  brings  a  clear  political  vision  to  old 
theatrical  forms  and  transforms  them  into  something 
totally  new. 

Any  art  is  both  a  product  and  a  shaper  of  its  times. 
The  politics  of  Lovers  were  clearly  1974,  post- 
Stonewall,  and  concerned  with  politics  surrounding 
the  personal  rather  than  the  state.  Weinburg's  show, 
reflecting  modern  times  and  needs,  moves  beyond 
that  and  urges  its  audience  to  "Walk  on  Washington" 
(a  number  that  is  very  much  like  the  strike  song  in  Pins 
and  Needles )  and  to  understand  the  homophobic  AIDS 
hysterics  in  "High  Risk  for  Afraids."  While  there  are 
many  similarities  between  Lovers  and  Ten  Percent 
Revue  —  it's  amazing  how  much  some  of  the  lyrics  con¬ 
tain  the  same  sentiments  —  there  are  also  decisive  dif¬ 
ferences.  The  pro-sex  numbers  in  Lovers  are  now  rep¬ 
resented  by  safe-sex,  pro-sex  numbers  such  as  "Three¬ 
some”  and  "Safe  Sex  Slut"  (a  punk  ballad  with  sharp 
edges  and  funny  sunglasses).  In  many  ways  Ten  Per¬ 
cent  Revue  is  a  direct  descendant  of  Lovers,  both  in 
form  and  intent,  but  it  is  older,  wiser  and  more  sophis¬ 
ticated  politically  and  musically. 

But  a  show  exists  not  only  on  a  stage.  It  comes  to 
life,  and  lives,  only  when  it  interacts  with  an  audience. 
What  was  so  moving  the  evening  I  saw  Ten  Percent 
Revue  at  the  Gifford  House  was  that  the  audience  and 
the  play  were  in  perfect  harmony  with  one  another. 
There  was  a  palpable  feeling  in  the  air  that  you  only 
find  when  both  the  show  and  the  audience  appreciate 
one  another. 

Ten  Percent  Revue  contains  those  elements  of 
transfiguration  and  revelation  that  make  theater  great. 
It  takes  the  lives  and  feelings  of  the  gay  and  lesbian 
community  and  writes  them  large,  placing  them  on  a 
stage  for  all  to  see.

A  Virus  Knows  No  Morals.

The  very  thought  of  dealing  with 
AIDS  is  so  overwhelming  that  it  is  no 
surprise  that  much  of  the  art  dealing 
with  the  effect  of  the  syndrome  on  the 
gay  community  falls  into  neat  genres. 
As  Is,  as  good  as  it  is,  is  sentimental 
family  drama.  The  Normal  Heart,  as 
bad  as  it  is,  is  serious,  guilt-tripping, 
finger  pointing.  Militant  German  film¬ 
maker  and  activist  Rosa  von 
Praunheim  has  taken  a  different  tack: 
political  savvy,  an  outrageous  sense  of 
rudeness,  and  an  anarchistic  sense  of 
vaudeville  all  goes  into  making  A  Virus 
Knows  No  Morals  not  only  on  target 
but  also  more  immediate  and  less 
palatable  than  any  other  AIDS  work. 

A  Virus  Knows  No  Morals  begins  at  a 
straight  cocktail  party  where  all  of  the 
people  are  talking  about  how  great 
AIDS  is:  the  doctors  love  to  get  grant 
money  to  study  it;  the  journalists  have 
something  to  write  about,  and  the  polit¬ 
icos  have  something  to  organize 
around.  Suddenly  a  radical  gay  AIDS 
group  invades  the  social  gathering  and 
spray  paints  on  the  wall  —  A  VIRUS 
KNOWS  NO  MORALS.  The  action  sets 
the  film  in  motion  and  we  meet  each  of 
the  professionals  as  well  as  assorted 
gay  characters,  von  Praunheim  himself 
plays  a  gay  bathhouse  owner  who  is 
not  really  concerned  about  AIDS  until 
he  comes  down  with  it  himself. 
Another  man  ends  up  going  to  a 
crackpot  therapist  who  insists  that  he 
brought  the  disease  upon  himself 
because  he  won’t  deal  with  his  hostili¬ 
ty  towards  his  mother.  Interspersed 
with  all  of  these  vignettes  are  a  tacky 
drag  troupe  —  The  Bermudaas  —  dress 
ed  as  nurses,  widows,  and  divas  who 
sing  and  comment  upon  the  action.

A  Virus  Knows  No  Morals  is  being 
billed  as  an  AIDS  comedy,  and  while 
some  of  it  is  very  funny  —  the  jour¬ 
nalist  cruises  men’s  rooms  wearing  a 
dildo  in  order  to  find  out  more  ways  to 
attack  gay  men  —  there  is  nothing 
lighthearted  about  its  intent,  von 
Praunheim  has  been  making  movies 
for  almost  15  years  now  and  Virus  is 
probably  his  best.  His  political 
message  is  perfectly  meshed  with  his 
freewheeling  sense  of  narration  and 
filming,  and  what  looked,  in  the  past, 
as  ineptness,  now  has  the  feeling  of 
urgency  and  inspired  lunacy.  What  von 
Praunheim  brings  to  AIDS  discourse  is 
a  healthy,  startlingly  vibrant  sense  of 
anger  without  worrying  if  he  is  going  to 
offend  somebody.  (The  film  is  also  fill¬ 
ed  with  safesex  info  —  probably  a  bet¬ 
ter  way  of  getting  it  to  people  than  dry 
and  boring  pamphlets).  If  at  times  the 
film  lacks  any  distinct  sympathy  for  its 
characters,  or  even  takes  its  humor  too 
far,  it  is  clearly  all  done  with  passion 
and  commitment. 

With  so  little  worthwhile  being  done 
in  popular  culture  around  AIDS,  A  Virus 
Knows  No  Morals  is  a  breakthrough  — 
not  only  because  it  is  important  and 
enjoyable  in  itself,  but  it  also  breaks 
ground  and  shows  us  that  there  are 
new  ways  to  talk  and  write  about  AIDS, 
and  that  the  best  art  is  always  vital  to 
our  lives.
